GOLD. 


|The Only Standard, Says 


Secretary Gage. 


Explains His Measure to the 
House Committee,

Gila Valley Railway Grantea eExten- 
sion of Time—Klondike Relief 
Bill Sent to Conference—Public

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. J] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Secretary 
Gage resumed his exposition of his ex- 
tensive currency bill before the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
today. Chairman Walker had left the 
city, and Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania 
presided. 

Before the bill proper was taken up, 
some _ semi-political questions were 

ked. Mr. Hill (Rep.) of Connecticut 
called Mr. Gage’s attention to the 
Statement made yesterday, that the 
first purpose of the bill was to commit 
the country to the gold standard. 

“You are recognized as a Repub- 
lican,”. said Mr. Hill, addressing the 
Secretary, “and you are familiar with 
the financial platform of the Repub- 
lican National Convention at St. Louis. 
Do you consider that this purpose of 
more firmly fixing the gold standard 
on the country conflicts with the plank 


of the St. Louis platform on finance?” 


“No, sir,’”’ responded Mr. Gage; ‘‘not 
as I look at the question of bimetallism, 
Bimetallism must mean one of two 
things: Either it is two kinds of 
money of unequal value. circulating 
side by side by reason of the exchange 
of the less valuable for that of greater 
value, or else two kinds of money of 
such intrinsic equality of value that 
they will circulate naturally side by 
side. We have a bimetallic currency 


in the United States now. A firm es-. 


tablishment of the gold standard, with 
such interchangeability with silver as 


‘will make it acceptable on an equality 


with gold, will majntain this bimetall- 
ism the same as it has existed for the 

_ The Secretary went on to state that 
this in no way prejudiced any steps 
that might be taken to bring silvet up 


to a higher standard of value. -' The 


bill, however, was designed to give 
such confidence in the financial ability 
of the government that the discrimina- 
tions against silver would largely Me- 
crease, 

Mr. Cox (Dem.) of Tennessee asked 
if the result of the Gage Bill eventu- 
ally would not lead to one kind of 
paper money—bank notes—and no sil- 
ver, except subsidiary silver. 

“There is nothing in this plan to co- 


operate to that extent now,” answered 


Mr. Gage. “It is in that direction, and 


with further expansion and develop- 


ment it might eventually lead to such 
a result. But I would not say that 
silver will be. restricted to subsid- 
iary silver. I would say a system of 
silver which would be subordinate. It 
is subordinate now.”’ ; 

The consideration of the bill was 
then resumed at section 7. This sec- 
tion provided for an increase of na- 
tional bank note circulation to be se- 
cured, not by the deposit of bonds or 
notes, but by the assets of the bank 
and the government guaranty. Mr. 
Gage referred to the advantage of 
this additional unsecured circulation 
in giving elasticity to the currency at 
points where it was most needed. He 
showed from the returns of the comp- 
trollers that a small percentage of 
losses came from national bank fail- 
ures, and, further, that this unsecured 
circulation would fail in placing any 
considerable obligation to the govern- 
ment by reason of its guaranty, and 
this would be overcome by the small 
ao oe the banks, constituting a safety 
und. 

In answer to questions by Mr. New- 
lands of Nevada, the Secretary said 
that the amount of refunding bonds 
under the bill would reach $1.136,000,- 
000, if all of them were issued. This 
being the basis for circulation, bank 
notes could be issued to that amount. 
Besides these, the additional 25 per 
cent. of unsecured circulation would 
give a further issue of bank notes of 
about $300,000,000. But that vast issue 
was merely the creation of a specter, 
and was not a reality. The banks 
could not get all the bonds and use 
them fcr issuing bank notes. On the 
contrary. government bonds are al- 
ways taken largely by private in- 
vestors, trust companies, insurance 
companies and partie. across the wa- 
ter. Any effort of the banks to ab- 
sorb all of the bonds would so affect 
the price as to defeat the objects in 
view. This woulé also serve as a 
small check to the expansion of bank 
circulation. 

Mr. Newlands referred to “gold con. 
tracts,” and asked the Secretary about 
them. Mr. Gage did net deem it 
desirable to interfere with private 
contracts of this character any more 
than was necessary. 

To Mr. Prince of Illinois he ex- 
plained that his expression, ‘“‘gold and 
other legal money,” used in the bill, 
meant no reflection on silver er other 
classes of money. The other legal 
money included silver. and the expres- 
sion merely “erved to cover a well- 
understood term. 

The extent to which drains on the 
government stock or gold and its re- 
sult under the bill created much dis- 
cussion. Mr. Gage stated that all re- 
demptions would be made in gold or 
its equivalent. 

Mr. Fowler of New Jersey said this 
question, and in- 
quired if silver certificates would not 
be deposited and impounded and 
their place taken by national bank 
notes, thus increasing the decline in 
our gold supply. “eR 

Mr. Gage answered that it was 
easy to conjure up hypothetical ob- 
jections, but he did not look at this 
ease as sericus. Any Secretary of the 
Treasury on receiving these certificates 
would “swap” them for greenback 
treasury notes, 
government notes,

NOT AN ENDLESS CHAIN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


RegardiAg section 8, which pledges 
the faith of the Unjted States to the 
redemption of bank notes, Secretary 
Gage eaid this was merely to 
clear the same pledge as the govern- 
ment now gave to the integrity of the 
bank notes. In answer to a _cross-fire 
of quéstions, Mr. Gage sa the bill 
could not result in a raid the treas- 
ury by bank notes. 

It was not the substitution of an 
“endless chain” of greenbacks for an- 
other “endless chain’ of bank notes. 
The banks would have to redeem their 
own notes and it would be to their ob- 
ject to do so or they would be closed. 
But so long as a dollar of demand ob- 
ligations was outstanding, so long this 
“endless chain” would go on. 

Mr. Brosius asked if the Secretary 
felt that the bill would obviate any 
probibility of the country’s being 
forced to a silver basis. The Secretary 
thought it would be beyond question. 

“Suppose the next election should 
bring in a House of Representatives fa- 
vorable to free silver,’’ asked Mr. Fow- 
ler (Rep.,) “and a free-silver bill was 
passed by the House and by the Sen- 
ate—between 1898, when this free-silver 
measure might be passed by Congress, 
and 1900. when the advocates of sound 
money returned to power, could the 
country go to a silver basis?” 

Secretary Gage’s answer brought a 
round of laughter and applause. 

“In view of the absolute certainty of 
a Presidential veto,’’ said he, “I think 
we could pull through.”’ 

The committee adjourned until Jan- 
uary 12. 


CARSON CITY MINT. 


It Will Keep A-going by Kindness 
of the House. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The House 
today completed the consideration of 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
Appropriation Bill, excepting the para- 
graph relating to civil service. By 
agreement the debate on this latter 
paragraph will go over until afier the 
holidays. Two amendments § were 
adopted. The bill as reported abolishes 
the assay office at Deadwood, S. D., 
and the mints at Carson, Nev., and 
New Orleans. Today the Representa- 
tives from the two former States made 
a vigorous and successful fight to con- 
tinue the appropriations for Deadwood 
and Carson City. The Appropriation 
Committee was beaten in each in- 

stance. 

The House today refused to accept 
the Senate amendment to the bill for 
the relief of the miners in the upper 
Yukon, and it was sent to conference. 

KLONDIKE AND ALCOHOL.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Sen- 
ate today took the necessary procedure 
to put the bill for the relief of the 
Klondike miners into conference, and 
‘named Senators Hawley, Carter and 
Cockrell conferees.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—SENATE. 
A spirited debate was precipitated in 
the Senate tocay by the submission by 
Mr. Platt of Connecticut of the report 
of the special committee of the Senate 
and House appointed to investigate the 
use of alcohol in the arts. It devel- 
oped that a wide divergence of opinion 
exists among Senators as to the prac- 
ticability, from the point of view of 
government revenue, of reducing the 
present tax upon alcohol used in the 
arts. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, who fav- 
ors such a reduction, expressed the 
opinion that if Congress would lay 
aside political considerations and deal 
with the liquor question courageously 
and honestly by the imposition of an 
additional tax of $1 a barrel on beer, 
the question of the government’s rev- 
enue would take care of itself. 

Mr. Vest of Missouri strenuously op- 
posed any additional tax on beer. 

A joint resolution accepting the in- 
vitation of Norway to participate in 
an international fisheries exposition 
next year was passed. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Hawley, 
chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, the bill which passed the House 
for the relief of the miners in the 
Klondike region was taken up at once. 
The Senate bill was substituted for 
that of the House, and a conference 
was crdered, with Messrs. Hawley, Car- 
ter and Cockrell as conferees. 

Bills providing for the erection of a 
public building at Tacoma, Wash., and 
appropriating $250,000 for that purpose 
and providing an American register 


for the steamer Jacksonville was 
passed. 
One of the _ pension bills passed 


granted a pension of $50 a month to 
Cassius M. Clay, Sr., of Kentucky, a 
major-general in the United States 
army during the war of the rebellion. 
Mr. Turpie of Indiana then presented 
the regular order of business, the con- 
sideration of resolutions on the death 
of William Steele Holman, late a Rep- 
resentative fram Indiana. 
* Tributes to his memory were paid in 
eloquent ellogies by Mr. Fairbanks of 
Indiana, Mr. Mills of Texas, Mr. Cock- 
rell of Missouri, Mr. Frye of Maine, 
and Mr. Turpie of Indiana. The reso- 
lutions of condolence were passed, and 
as a further mark of respect, the Sen- 
ate, at 4:25 p.m. adjourned until tomor- 


row.

W. Eagan, 
wholesale cigars: Robert Reram, 
drugs, and the Peerless Machine Com- 
pany occupied stores in the hotel. and 
lost everything. The loss will aggre- 
gate $450,000 on stock, furniture, etc., 
and $300,000 on buildings totally  de- 
stroyed, and other losses will prob- 
ably reach $100,090.

17.—The long- 
looked-for deliveries of December 
wheat materialized this afternoon, 1,- 
250,000 bushels being sent out, over 
1,000,000 bushels by Armour.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun says “Kid” Mc- 
Coy won the middleweight champion- 
ship at the Long Island City Athletio 
Club tonight, wh e forced the sece 
onds of Dan Creel to throw up the 
sponge at the end of the fifteenth 
round. Almostfrom the start the Amefe 
ican pugilist showed such marked sue 
periority over his plucky antagonist, 
that the result was never in doubt, 

McCoy, in speed, science, head work 
and gameness was a marvel. His 
miraculous defensive work, which has 
never yet been beaten down:by an 
opponent in the ring, was the rock 
upon which Creedon’s fortunes were 
shattered. It was almost a physical — 
impossibility for Creedon to land a 
dangerous blow, so well did McCoy 
suard himself and his temper. 
The latter’s punishing power was lim- 
ited to short, swift, vicious jabs that 
soon damaged Creedon's face. They 
were the same blows that put all of- 
McCoy's former antagonists out of the 
game, and they were not very showy, 
either. 

As a hard, vigorous slugger, the 
‘Kid’ did not display much ability, but 
as a vicious boxer, whose short-arm 
blows were almost certain to bring a4 
knockout in the long run, he proved to 
be a marked success. He did not hurry 
matters at any stage of the fight. He . 
took his time, and showed so much 
confidence in his ability that Creedon 
seemed to know what was coming. 

In the sixth round, when Creedon 
had been vainly trying to land a hard 
swing On some vital spot, McCoy cut 
loose for at least fifteen seconds. In 
that time, however, he demonstrated 
what he could do in the way of admin- 
istering real punishment, and when he 
reeumed the defensive again, the sports 
saw it was only a question of how long 
Creedon would last. 

In the eighth and ninth rounds 
Creedon received a storm of cutting 
blows in the face. The Australian 
knew the fight was practically lost, but 
he never thought of flinching. He came 
up for more of the punishment that 


was slowly depriving him of his 
strength and laurels. Then, in the 
tenth round, McCoy again cut loose 
with his vicious, relentless smashes, 


one of which knocked Creedon to the 
floor just as the bell ended the round. 
Though nearly blinded and unsteady on 
his pins, Creedon arose and was willing 
to go on with the one-sided fight, when 
his, seconds pulled him to his corner. | 

Creedon was so game in the next 
three rounds that the crowd admired 
him, but felt sorry at the same time, 
He was no match for the wonderful 
fighting machine in front of him, and 
yet he was there to toe the scratch 
with each clang of the gong. 

In the fifteenth round, the Australian 
met his fate. It came in the shape of 
a wicked left smash on the jaw that 
sent him to the floor in a heap. . He 
was almost out, but struggled pluckily 
to his feet just as the referee counted 
ten seconds. When the bell rang 
Creedon’s seconds threw up the sponge, 
for they did not want to see the game 
fellow punished any further. 

In the estimation of nearly all of the 
sporting men present, McCoy is one of 
the most wonderful boxers ever seen 
in @ ring. His performance tonight 
was far beyond expectations, and his 
victory entitles’ him to a world of 
praise. Creedon’s gameness was some- 
thing long to be remembered. He 
fought in the face of fearful odds, 
while the victor had only a few 
scratches on his face. 

_M’COY A WONDER. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Norman 
Selby of Rush county, Ind., better 
known in pugilistic circles as “Kid. 
McCoy,” is undoubtedly the middle- 
weight champion of the world. He 
met Dan Creedon of New Zealand to- 
night in the arena of the Puritan 
Athistic Club at Long Island, and, 
after fighting fifteen lively rounds, 
made the foreigner throw up the 
sponge, and acknowledge the “Hoos- 
ier’s’’ superiority. 

Long before the big event took 
place, the frame building in which it 
was held, was crowded to excess, and 
bets were freely made, with McCoy 
the favorite at 10 to 8 The “Kid's” 
wonderful science and self-possession 
were always in eyidence, and this, 
eombined with the advantage. of 
height and reach, enabled him to out- 
point his more stockily-built antagon- 
istic. From the moment the men put 
up their hands in the opening round, 
McCoy’s stock began to ascend, and 
at the end of the sixth round, Mc- 
Coy’s backers were offering 3 to I 
on their man. 

“McCoy is a wonder,’ was the uni- 
versal comment, when the fight was 
over, and no one, even those who'bet 
against him, begrudged him his well- 
won laurels. 

Charley White, ‘who trained Bob 
Fitzsimmons for his fight with Peter 
Maher, and later trained Corbett for 
his bout with Fitzsimmons at Carson, 
last St. Patrick's day, was one of 
the most interested spectators in the 
arena. He said: “In all my ring ex- 
perience I have never seen such @

The curtain-miser was a six-round 
affair, in which Steve Flanagan of 
Philadelphia and George Ross of this 
city met at 105 pounds. Ross was the 
aggressor, and the fight was fast from 
the start. Flanagan received a bad 
bruise over ene eye in the first round, 
and in the fifth reund Flanagan landed 
a hard right on nose, from 
which the Néw Yorker bled profusely. 
At the end Ross pretty well 
worked out. and Flanagan got the de- 
cision. 

Jack MeKeck of New York and Jack 
Ward of Newark, N. J.. then appeared 
for eight rounds at 115 pounds. The 
bout was a draw. 

Dan -Creedon entered the ring at 

o'clock. He was accompanied by

minutes later McCoy jumped through 
the ropes. McCoy's seconds were

Very little time was lost in putting 
on the gloves, and the men shook hands 
at 10:10 o'clock. McCoy's advantages 
in height and reach were very ap- 
parent. Creedon was four. inches 
shorter than MeCoy, but he was stock- 
ily built, and every muscle was clearly 
developed. McCoy was in excellent 
shape, and nodded in confidence to his 
friends in the seats and the ring near 
his corner. The announcer said the 
men would fight twenty-five rounds, 
and if at the end of the twenty-fifth 
round the referee, Sam Austin, could 
not nick a winner, the men would con- 
tinue firhting until the referee could 
give a decision. Ha also said that the 
contest was to decide the middle-weight 
championship of the world. 

FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—First round— 
After some light sparring Creedon 
jabbed a left light on the cheek. Both 
swung rights, but missed, and clinched. 
McCoy led a left on the mouth and 
Creedon tried a return, but fell short. 
They clinched near the ropes, after 
which Creedon put his right on the 
head. McCoy looked to the referee for 
a claim of foul, and Creedon took ad- 
vantage of the action to put a light 
swing on his adversary’s face. They 
resumed sparring, and McCoy jabbed 
the right and left on the body, while 
Creedon landed a hard left uppercut on 
the face. 

Second round—McCoy opened with a 
left on the face and skipped back from 
a swing from Creedon’s left. Two 
clinches followed, then Creedon reached 
McCoy's face with his left. McCoy 
jabbed a stiff right on the ribs with- 
out a return and missed a left swing 
for the jaw. They were sparring when 
the gong rang. 

Third round—McCoy leda light left 
on the face and then swung left on the 
face and three rights and one left on 
the ribs in quick ‘succession at close 
quarters. Creedon was very slow in 
his movements, and ran into a clinch 
on the ropes. McCoy cut loose and 
sent his left on the stomach and his 
right on the head. Then they clinched. 
In the clinch Creedon swung a short. 
right on the head and was hissed for 
so doing. But as they were fighting 
with one arm free, Creedon was right. 
McCoy wound up the round with a left 
jab on the wind and a right on the 
ribs, while Creedon swung a light on 
the head. 

Fourth round—McCoy landed a Dixon 
double blow on the ribs and head with 
his left very cleverly and stepped away 
without a return. Creedon landed his 
right and left on the body. After some 
sparring, during which McCoy was far 
the quicker, the Indiana boxer sent 
in a hard left jab on the mouih. 
Creedon became very cautious and 
waited for an opening. When it came 
he landed a right on the ribs and 
brought it up to the head, forcing Mc- 
Coy to the ropes at the call of time. 

Fifth round—They got into a clinch 
early in the round, and Creedon shoved 
his right hard over MeCoy’s heart. In 


close quarters McCoy jabbed two 
hard rights on the. ribs. Cree- 
don tried Very hard to reach 


McCoy’s body, but was unsuccessful, 
while McCoy frequently jabbed right 
and left con the stomach. 

Sixth round—Both men came up fresh 
Creedon landed a left on the head and 
NeCoy countered. McCoy then sent 
his left hard on the wind and Creedon 
sent his right lightly on the face 
Creedon landed a nice left on the neck 
after McCoy made two ineffectual at- 
‘tempts for the wind. McCoy then 
feinted with his left for the face, and 
brought in the back of his glove 
smartiy on the jaw. Creedon rushed 
and missed two left swings, for Mc- 
Coy jumped back out of harm's way 

Seventh round—Both led lefts and 
missed, after a long spell of sparring 
Creedon sent his left to the head, and 
McCoy in a half clinch put two lk fts 
on the ribs. Two lefts on the jaw and 
swing on the head were MeCov's 
next contributions, to which Dan failed 
to make any return. McCoy land d 
right and left hooks on the head and 
stepped back quickly. Creedon rushed 
and McCoy side-stepped. He uppercut 
Creedon with his left and swung right 


to head. “McCoy then rushed = and 
swung right and left on head and 
Creedon jabbed a light right on the 
head. 

Eighth round—In eparring for an 
opening McCoy succeeded in getting 


his left lightly on the head. Creedon 
did likewise, but was immediately sent 
to the ropes from the effects of a stiff 
left swing on the face. MeCoy fol- 
lowed up this advantage with a light 
left on the stomach and a hard right 
swing on the head. McCoy's long 
reach seemed too much for Creedon. 
and the youngster always wore a self- 
satisfied smile. 

Ninth round—Creedon led left for 
head, but was nicely stopped. He then 
tried to force the fighting, but McCov 
clinched and they landed in a neutral 
corner. When they broke away McCoy 
pent two left jabs on the face and 
erossed his right on the h@tad. McCoy 
then side-stepped and landed three 
left swings on the head. The last of 
these opened Creedon’s right eyebrow, 
which bled freely and McCoy kept jab- 
bing his left continually on the wind 
until the gong sounded. ; 

Tenth round—Creedon led left on 
mouth and McCoy missed a light lead 
for the head. Creedon forced matters, 
but McCoy was too foxy and waited 
for an opening. Creedon gave him 
one, and McCoy swung his left on the 
‘wind and brought his right up smartly 
from the short. / 

Eleventh round—McCoy opened. with 
three lefts on the damaged eye’ and 
started the blood again. Creedon swung 
a left on the stomach, and McCoy 
awung lefts and rights on head, stom- 
‘™~e and ribs. forcing Creedon to the 


ropes. After this rally Creedon was 
bleeding freely, and a right jab from 
Creedon to 


rushing for a change, and landed a 
ieft hook on MeCoy's head. In a clinch 
he repeated this blow. MeCoy  coun- 


tered with a hook on the back of the 
head. Just then McCoy rubbed his 
gloves on his white trunks and = cov- 


ered them with Dan's blood. The “Kid” 
jabbed left on the face and. they 
clinched. Creedon hooked a right on 
the h¢ad and after the breakaway Dan 
swune a left on the face. 

Thirteenth round—Creedon opened 
with a rush and forced McCoy to the 
ropes without damage. «McCoy came 
back very fast, and sent in three left 
jabs on the face and three rights on the 
ribs without a return. <A hard left on 
the wind made Creedon grunt. The 
New Zealander rushed and = jabbed 
right on the head. The Kid swung a 
heavy left on the head, which turned 
Ian's cranium around. After light 
sparring Creedon put a left on head, 
and McCoy clinched as the bell rang. 

Kourteenth round—Creedon rusned, 
but MeCoy forced him off and foreed 
Dan to the ropes. MeCoy jabbed a 
beautiful left on the mouth, stopping a 
lead for the stomach. They exchanged 
left jabs on@the face twice, and Mc- 
Coy landed a heavy left on the nese, 
which sent Dan's head back and 
started his eye bleeding. 

Fifteenth round—Creedon’s eye was 
fixed with a plaster, and he looked 
anything but handsome when he came 
from his corner. McCoy provokingly 
kept jabbing his left on the stomach, 
occasionally varying his tactics with 


jabs in the face. His advantage of 
reach was too great a handicap for 
Dan. MeCoy in a rush uppercut with 


his left on the face and hooked his 
right on the jaw, flooring Creedon in 
his own corner, Dan took the full limit 
to get up, and then clinched. Creedon 
was very weak when he went to his 
corner, and was unable to respond 
when the gong rang for the beginning 
of the sixteenth. 

Choynski, seeing that his man was 
beaten, threw up the sponge, and as he 
did so the spectators broke into cheers 
and, tried ito jump into the ring to hug 
McCoy. The latter’s brother threw his 
arms around the ‘Kid's’ neck and 
kissed him. McCoy playfully resented 
this salutation with a slap on the face. 

McCoy, as soon as the announcer 
cried “McCoy wins,” jumped across the 
ring and shook hands with Creedon, 
who acknowledged his defeat very 
good-naturedly. When Creedon left 
the ring he was greeted with many 
good wishes, but McCoy held a recep- 
tion for fully ten minutes before he 
retired to his dressing-room. ° 

ANTE-FIGHT PROPHESIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Will it be 
Dan Creedon, short and stocky, or will 
it be Norman Selby, otherwise known 
as Charles (‘Kid’) McCoy, tall and 
angular, who will triumph in tthe twen- 
ty-five-round boxing contest for the 
middleweight championship of the 
world in the arena of the newly-incor- 
porated Long Island City Athletic Club 
in Long Island City tonight, inquires 
the Herald this morning. 

It has been years since the sportively- 
inclined persons of New York and sur- 
rounding cities have been presented 
with the opportunity to witness such 
a contest as this promises to be. Years 
it has been sinee men of the caliber of 
the principals who are to appear in 
the contest have been matched to meet 
in this vicinity. It is possible, also, that 
either Creedon or McCoy may’ be the 
champion fighter over all champion 
fighters, for Robert Fitzsimmons and 
James J. Corbett, from present appear- 
ances, are not disposed to fight. Sport- 
ing men all over the country are look- 
ing to this contest for the fighter who 
may be the one to defend the heavy- 
weight championship of the worl in 
the years to come. 

Interest in the battle is at fever 
heat, for local sporting men are not 
usually permitted to see such a battle 
without undergoing .the worry and 
trouble and disadvantage of traveling 
thousands of miles. 

This contest will practically partake 
of the nature of a battle for heavy- 
weight honors, for, properly speaking, 
it is not legitimately for the middle- 
weight championship, as it was ar- 
ranged at catch weights, and not at 
the middleweight limit, 158 pounds, 

Everybody is on the alert and every- 
body, it would seem, wants to see the 
fight. Hundreds and possibly tthou- 
sands will be turned away from. the 
house, unable to gain admittance. ‘So 
great is the interest that scores of 
out-of-town sporting men have ar- 
rived during the last two days. 

Confidence that the bout will be held 
successfully has been restored, after 
murmurings that the authorities would 
stop it. Tom O’Donnel, manager of the 
club at Long Island City, where the 
fight is to occur, has assured all pur- 
chasers of a ticket, so far, that. in case 
the contest should not be held, they 
would have their money refunded. 

MeCoy and Creedon have worked en- 
ergetically and faithfully to attain 
their present high standing in the 
pugilistic world. McCoy, a great fighter 
at long range, is sure he will triumph. 
Creedon continued his’ training up to 
the last. McCoy finished his work 
Wednesday night and spent last night 
in shaking hands with friends along 
Broaaiway. Both are in superb trim to 
fight the battle of a lifetime. 

The betting so far has been some- 
what light for such a battle, but there 
is every probability that in all sport- 
ing reserts and at the ringside there 
will be enough money wagered to start 
several banks. McCoy is the favorite 
at 100 to 80. The friends of Creedon 
are hanging off for better odds, in the 
belief that McCoy's adherents, eager to 
place their money, will give them.. 
- objection which arose against 
Sam <Austin as the referee of the con- 
test, has been satisfactorily adjusted. 
According to the articles of agreement 
signed by the: fighters, they have no 
choice, but to accept the referee se- 
lected by the club, and the club de- 
cided on Austin. 


BETTING WAS FREE.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Gov. Black's 
refusal yesterday to interfere with the 
fight put the sporting fraternity in 
good spirits, and bets were freely of- 
fered at good odds. The boxers will 
fight for the championship of the mid- 
dle-weight class. 

In the haunts of tha sporting element 
nothing was talked of except the bout.

HUSTLING FOR SELF. 


MRS. DIX OF SAN BERDOON AND 
HER PLANS. 


Will Go to Dyea and Wait Until the 
Trails are Passable and Then 
Cross the Mountains. 


WILL STAKE OUT A CLAIM. 


HAS FOUR HORSES AND SEVERAL 
TONS OF SUPPLIES. 


William King of Los Angeles Trav- 
els by Sled—Gen. Merriam Holds — 
a Consultation—Ratlroads 
Fixing for Business. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec. 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Aboard the steamer 
Al-Ki, which sailed for Alaska today, 
was Mrs. 8S. A. Dix of San Bernar- 
dino, Cal., who ts bound to the Yukon 
gold fields alone. Mrs. Dix attracted 
much attention on the wharf this 
morning. She wore a natty bicycle 
costume of serviceable black corduroy. 
Just before the steamer’s departure 
she outlined her plans, as follows: 

“IT shall go to Dyea and wait until 
the trails are passable, when I shall 
push across the mountains. I expect 
to reach the gold fields before’ the 
ice in the Yukon breaks up. I am ac- 
companied from San Bernardino by 
Frank Decker, a friend. He may ac- 
company me only as far as Dyea, or 
the lakes. I intend to take up a claim 
if I can find a good one, and to have 
some one work it while I cook or sew. 
I prefer to locate on American soil. 
My outfit comprises four horses, four 
sleds, two tons of feed and a ton and 
a half of clothing and supplies. Three 
of the sleds are made especially for 
horses to draw, and one is of the reg- 
Part of my supplies 
I shall sell for a good sum. My hus- 
band is dead, and as I have been 
‘hustling for myself for several years, 
I feel no hesitation in undertaking a 
journey to the Yukon.” 

Mrs. Dix’s maiden name was Ben- 
nett. She was raised in Santa Clara 
county, moving, after her marriage, to 
San Bernardino. She says her father’s 
family was the first white famtiy that 
went to California. Her father reached 
the Golden State in 1843, when she was 
3 years old. 


ADDITIONAL NEWS. 


William King of Los Angeles Pro- 
ceeding by Sled. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Dec. 17.—A let- 
ter to the Associated Press from 
Skaguay, Alaska, dated December 11, 
gives the following additional news 
brought from Dawson by Joe Kastner 
and George McLaughlin of Helena, 
Mont., who left Dawson November 3. 
When they left Dawson they were ac- 
companied by Pat Holland of Butte, 
Mont., and William King of Los An- 
geles. Each man had a sled and an 
outfit of about one hundred and forty 
pounds, which included provisions 
and blankets. After traveling 140 
miles up the river, Kastner and Mc- 
Laughlin abandoned their sleds, and 
with. 100 pounds each on their backs 
continued their journey, leaving Hol- 
land. and King behind, as they had 
determined to stick to their sleds. 
George Puth of Flathead, Mont., was 
overtaken at Fort Pelly with his feet 
a frozen, but he is being cared 

or. 

Maj. Walsh will have to remain in 
his present quarters until the river 
is frozen sufficiently to permit him to 
continue his journey. Although the 
river was open all the way up, Kast- 
ner believes that it would have been 
frozen solid, as the river was full 
of anchor ice. Between Fort Pelly 
and Dawson, Kastner saw six boats 
containing five men each, floating 
down the river with the ice. Their 
position was dangerous in the extreme, 
and it was impossible to render them 
any assistance. 

Provisions at Dawson were to be had 
only from the recent arrivals who had 
some to spare. The prevailing price 
was $1 per pound for everything pur- 
chasable, from a sack of flour to a pick 
or frying pan. 

“Will there be starvation in Dawson 
this winter?’ Kastner was asked.. 

“That is a hard question,” he said. 
“Tf the people are put upon rations 
there will, in my opinion, be enough 
focd to tide over the winter or until 
supplies can arrive, and there will be 
no actual suffering from want of food.” 

Kastner went into the Klondike 
country to examine the old diggings 
with a view to reworking them. He 
found that the drifts filled with water 
and were soon transformed into solid 
blocks of ice, making reworking at 
present impracticable, but he_ states 
that fully one-third of tae gold is lost 
by the methods employed in mining in 
the Klondike district. He estimates 
that the amount of gold that will be 
taken out of the district this winter 
will be between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 
Ten millions could be easily taken out, 
but for the searcity of light. Candles 
and coal oil are extremely scarce, and 
some miners are trying to work their 
claims in complete darkness. 

GEN. MERRIAM CONSULTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 17.—Brig.- 
Gen. H. C. Merriam, commanding the 
Department of the Columbia, was in 
consultation this afternoon with a 
committee of the Portland Chamber 
of Commerce rgearding the transpor- 
tation of relief to the Yukon miners.

AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 
GOES IN FOR POLITICS, 


- ‘ 


Several Spirited Speeches Made and 
the Chairman Reverses Himself 
Out of the Chair—A Three-cor- 
nered Dispute Settled — Anti- 
Scalping; and Factory Inspection. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REYORT.] 

NASHVILLE (Temn.,) Dec#17.—When 
the American Federation of Labor met 
today, the report of the special Com- 
mittee on Convict Labor, which was 
presented yesterday, was brought up 
and the recommendations of the com- 
mittee adopted after discussion. 

The Committee on Executive Councils 
reported that the matter of dispute be- 
tween the Federation, the National 
Union on Steam Engineers, and local 
Union, No. 6807, of Boston, had been 
mutually adjusted to the full satis- 
faction of all concerned. The report 
was adopted. 

Several spirited speeches followed 
the introduction of as resolution per- 
taining to the situation in Cuba., The 
report declares that it is the sense of 
the convention that the United States 
Congress should waste no more time in 
debate and diplomatic chicanery, but 
should take such immediate action as 
may tend to end the indiscriminate 
murder of the common people of Cuba 
by the Spaniards. 

A resolution was introduced declar- 
ing it to be sense of the convention 
that Cuba should have absolute free- 
dom. _A motion was made'to table the 
subject, and the question was brought 
up whether or not the subject included 
the original question. It was ruled 
that it did not, and the chairman sub- 
sequently reversed his decision. 

An appeal was finally taken from 
the decision of‘the chairman. President 
Gompers took the chair, and when it 
was discovered by reference to the 
minutes that Delegate Elderkin had 


withdrawn, but immediately a number 
of the opposite faction arose and ap- 
pealed. A vote was taken after an 
hour or more had been consumed, and 
the convention adjourned to hear the 
resolution at the evening session. 

A resolution protesting against anti- 
scalping legislation by Congress was 
adopted. The convention adopted a 
resolution looking to the appointment 
of factory inspectors in each State that 
at present has no such officers. 


TABLED CUBA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


The vote on the Cuban resolution and 
substitute was 954 for and 1394 against 
laying the Cuban matter on the table. 
The question of the substitute offered 
by Tobin declaring that Cuba “should 
have industrial freedom from which it 
will receive political freedom,” was 
then called for, and brought before the 
convention. The vote was taken, and 
the substitute was lost. C. H. Warner 
made a motion reiterating the position 
taken at Cincinnati, which was voted 
on and carried, and the Cuban matter 
ended. 

The federation adopted a_ resolution 
demanding an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, depriv- 
ing the Supreme Court of the United 
States and Supreme Courts of States 
of the power to set aside laws made by 
the people. The president’s advocacy 
of high dues was concurred in by the 
committee, but it held that the time 
for a “defense fund” had not arrived, 
and that the question should be sub- 
mitted to the affiliated organizations, 
which report was adopted. 


APPARENTLY INCENDIARY. 


Examination into the Recent Big 
Fire in Londan. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—At today’s in- 
quiry into the recent fire in the Cripple 
Gate district of London, Mr. Brown, of 
the firm of Waller & Brown, in whose 
showroom the fire was started in a 
stack of clothing, was recalled. He ad- 
mitted that the firm was six months 
in arrears in its rent and that its stock 
was smaller than usual at the time 
of the fire. The day of the fire, he 
continued, the firm sold stock below the 
usual prices, and he admitted that a 
Manchester firm had offered to take 
the whole stock under, cost; but Mr. 
Brown denied he had offered to seil it 
at 40 per cent. below cost. He also 
said the stock book was destroyed in 
the fire, though the other books were 
all saved in the safe. He had claimed 
£7886 insurance, which he admitted 
represented a big stock. 


Sensation in Plyler’s Case. 


SANTA CRUZ, Dec. 17.—The grand 
jury created a sensation this afternoon 
by returning an indictment against 
Constable Joe Harveston for mayhem 
in connection with the Plyler case, 
when Harris was maimed.

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 17.—William 
Carr, the child-murderer, was hanged 
at the Clay County Courthouse at 
Liberty this morning. He passed @& 
When breakfast was 
brought to him, he turned from it with 
disgust, lighted a cigar and stood for 
a long time looking out from his win- 
dow. Presently the undertaker ar- 
rived and asked Carr what disposi- 
tion he wanted made of his body. 

“Let my wife take care of it. Oh! 
Let her take care of it,’’ he exclaimed, 
with a sob. 

His spiritual advisers followed, and 
urged him to face his fate like a man. 

“T’ll try,” Carr sobbed. ‘“Thal’s the 
best I can 

The Bible was read to the prisoner, 
followed by the singing of a hymn, 
during which Carr sobbed and 
trembled like a child. He presented 
a pitiable sight as he was finally led 
to the gallows, but braced himself 
spasmodically, and went through the 
ordeal with a comparative show of 
strength. The Sheriff pulled the 
trigger at 10:34 o’clock, and two min- 
utes later the life had gone out of 
the child-murderer. The neck was 
broken, cracking like a whip-cord. 

Following the first momentary lull 
after the drop had fallen, 800 specta- 
tors, as if moved by a single impulse, 
rushed forward, calling, crying, 
shrieking and laughing, as they 
surged under the gallows and packed 
close around the dangling corpse. 
They would not be satisfied until a 
close view. of the hanged man was re- 
vealed. The men were angry, and 
cursed one another, tried to force 
themselves up the gallows stens and 
cried and hooted at the Sheriff. 

Finally the crowd attempted to 
break down the barricade surrounding 
the scaffold. Sheriff Hymer rushed 
through the first breach, and excitedly 
warned the crowd against any fur- 
ther violence. The Sheriff’s deputies 
about him, and the crowd 
halted: for a moment. Then suddenly, 
with one accord, a mighty scream 
went up, and, surging forward, the 
crowd swept back the guards and 
burst their way through the frail 
stockade. Once inside, the crowd gave 
vent to its feelings with further 


shouts, but finally dispersed without 


trouble, and what for a few minutes 
looked like a small-sized riot, ended 
quietly. 
CARR’S CRIME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 

Carr’s crime was one of the most 
brutal and unprovoked in the history 
of the State. His capture and execu- 
tion followed with fitting dispatch.- On 
October 15 last the body of Bete Carr, 
a three-year-old child by the murder- 
er’s first wife, was found on a gand- 
bar in the Missouri River near Kansas 
City. The case remained a complete 
mystery until October 25, when Carr 
was arrested at his home in Liberty. 
He at first denied his guilt, but when

brought to Kansas City to prevent @& 
lynching he broke down and confessed. 

Later, Carr, who is a gaunt back- 
-woodsman, 37 years old, told, without 
the least show of emotion, how he haa 
carried the child from its home, tied 
its arms and limbs securely, corded 4& 
heavy stone to the little one’s breast, 
and then, not heeding her query, “What 
are you going to do, papa?” threw_her 
into the water. He admitted that Mrs. 
Carr told him to get rid of the child, 
and it developed that she had been 
brutal ito Belle, but Carr maintained 
stoutly that his wife had no hand in 
the crime. 

For a time Carr delighted in his no- 
toriety, and talked glibly to his visi- 
tors of the crime. This was followed 
by a spell of depression, during which 
he begged to be done away with with- 
out delay. At his trial on November 
16 Carr was convicted promptly, and 
since then he weakened perceptibly, 
and only a week ago Sunday tried to 
commit suicide by swallowing pounded 


glass, 
CAPPED THE CLIMAX. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RBPORT.] 

LIBERTY (Mo.,) Dec. 17.—After the 
execution it became known that a 
thrifty photographer had been ad- 
mitted to the inclosure with a cine- 
matograph machine, and that he had 
been permitted to photograph the clos- 
ing incidents of this revolting tragedy 
in all its horrible details. 

The machine was in operation from 
the moment Carr appeared in the in- 
closure until the body was cut down, 
and it is claimed that on a film 1000 
feet long, 1800 pictures were taken. An 
attempt will be made to exhibit these 
pictures throughout the country. When 
Carr was a prisoner in the County Jail 
at Kansas City, the same parties per- 
suaded him to recite his story of the 
‘murder into a phonograph. 


‘SHOT AND SLASHED. 


FARMER PATTERSON’S 
LOOKED LIKE A SHAMBLES, 


Two Masked Men Wound the Head 
of the Household and Cut His 
Throat~—His Brother Choked Un- 
til. Senseless and the Latter’s 
Wife Slashed.

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Dec. 17.—& 
special to the Arkansas Democrat from 
Clinton, Van Buren county, says that 
while the family of Mr. Patterson, a 
prominent farmer living six miles 
southeast of there, were seated at the 
supper table, two men closely masked 
and presenting Winchesters appeared. 
Without stating their object, they 
fired, one ball striking the old man 
squarely in the mouth. The wounded 
man rushed into another room for his 
pistol, where one masked man had 
gone, and was closely followed by the 
other man, who, in turn, was followed 
by the Pattersons, son and brother.

Young 
Patterson’s arm was shattered by a 
bullet in the combat. Two arrests have 
been made on suspicion. The only 
reason known for the affair is that 
the old gentleman was supposed to 
have considerable money.

EBEN OWEN’S GUN. 


Farmhand Matt Hennessy is Taken 
for a Chicken Thief and Fails 
to Make Explanation, 


HIS EMPLOYER DROPS HIM. 


THEN GIVES HIMSELF UP To THE 
ELK GROVE CONSTABLE. 


Superintendent O’Bricn of Preston 
School Against 
Edgar A. Cohen—Insane Mur- 

derer Arrested. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Ex-Assemblyman Eben 
Owen, a well-to-do farmer of this 
county, shot and instantly killed Matt 
Henessy, one of his hired men, this 
evening. Henessy was in a tree, and 
Owen took him for a chicken thief. 

For several weeks past Owen has 
been troubled over the frequent looting 
of his henhouse. He determined to lay 
for the thief, and loaded. a_ shotgun, 
which he placed behind his hbedrocm 
door. This evening, just as he was 
about to retire, his housekeeper came 
to his room and said she heard the 
chickens squawking and thought some 
one was stealing them. 
. Owen grabbed his gun and ran into 
the yard, where he noticed a man up 
in the tree near the henhouse. He or- 
dered the man to come down, but the 
fellow refused to answer. Owen then 
fired, killing the man instantly, the 
body falling to the ground,’almost at 
Owen’s feet. When Owens saw who it 
Was he was greatly distressed, and 
hastened to Elk Grove, where he gave 
himself up. 

Owen was reached by telephone to- 


night, and after relating the circum-. 


stances cf the shooting, expressed him- 
self as terribly shocked at what had 
occurred. He believes that Henessy 
had been stealing his chckens, and 
that he climbed the tree to capture 
some which roosted there. 


NOVEL HIGHWAY ROMDERY. 


Chinese Highbinders Set a Chris- 
tinnized Coolie on Fire. 
[BY DIRECT WME TO THE TIMES.] _ 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The highbinder's 
of Chinatown tried tonight a novel 
method of highway robbery, which rc- 
sulted successfully, although it 
landed one of the experimenters in 
jail. 

The victim of innovation wes Ong 
Ling, a Christianized Chinese, and an 
employé of the powder works at 
Pinole. Ling arrived in the city to- 
night, bearing with him over $100, the 
result of several months’ savings. He 
started out to see a friend, and had 
passed about half-way down the nar- 
row thoroughfare, when three  well- 
dressed Chinese came close and sep- 
arated, one passing on each side of 
him, while a third struck a match 
and applied it to a sleeve of Ling’s 
silk blouse. Immediately the flimsy 
cloth was ablaze, and as the frightened 
Chinese wheeled around in his at- 
tempt to extinguish the fire, two rob- 
bers made for his pockets, and before 
the victim was aware of it, had ab- 
stracted $100, which he carried. 

Ling forgot the fire when he real- 
ized that he was being robbed, and 
closed with his assailants before they 
could escape. The robbers fought him 
off after a short struggle, during 
which the victim was severely beaten, 
and took to their heels, followed by 
the burning Ling, who drew a police 
whistle and blew it lustily. The po- 
lice appeared, and one of the robbers 
Was captured. 


UHL A PRISONER, 


Confesses the Murder ef Murphy. 
Thinks He Killed Others, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


OAKLAND, Dec. 17.—Ferdinand Uhl, 
the maniac and _ self-confessed mur- 
derer of aged Patrick Murphy, is nowa 
prisoner at the Oakland jail. Covered 
with mud and suffering from cold and 
hunger, the murderer was taken into 
custody by Detective Dennis Hoiland 
at Twelfth and Peralta streets this 
morning. The prisoner offered little 
resistance and said to the arresting 
officer that he was glad it was over, as 
he did not want to pass another night 
out in the cold. 

Uhl makes a complete confession to 
the murder of Murphy. He also labors 
under the belief that he murdered An- 
ton Galvin and Constable Koch. For 
the killing of the first two he expresses 
little regret, but says he is sorry Koch 
had to be killed.. When cearched at 
the City Prison, Uhl was found to be 
well armed to make long resistance. 
Beside the 388-caliber revolver’ with 
which the killing of Murphy was done, 
he had in his pockets 125 rounds of 
cartridges and $35 in cash. He freely 
admitted the killing of Murphy, and 
said that he was not sorry. 


THE MESA CITY MURDER. 


Verdict of not Guilty in the Cases 
ef the Defendants, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS @& IGHT REPORT.] 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 17.—This aft- 
ernoon in the District Court a verdict 
of not guilty was reported by the jury 
in the cases of Eugene Bailey, Henry 
Steele and James Riggs, charged with 
the murder of Alexander Grant ‘in a 
row last month at a Mcsa City winery. 
The defendants are mere lads. The de- 
fense was that Grant did not die from 
the injuries by him received during 
the fight, but from alcoholic excesses.

Baiiéy, Steele 
end Riggs were taken on the afternoon 
train to Mesa, where almost the entire 
population turned out to greet their 
safe return, and where a reception to 
them is in progress tonight, 


THE WRECKED CLEVELAND, 


Two Seamen Arrive at Port Town- 
send—Indians Arrested. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 
17.—The tug Wanderer returned to- 
night from Barclay Sound, where the 
steamer Cleveland is ashore, bringing 
in two members of the crew, who 
were in Capt. Hall’s boat. Cant. 
Bailey says the aciual damage to the 
Cleveland’s hull has not yet been as-

PRESTON SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Dr. O’Brien Refuses to Resign Un- 
less Ele is Vindicnrted. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


_SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—A meet- 
ing of the board of directors of the 
Preston Schocl of Industry tock. place 
this afternoon at the Grand Hotel. 

Though the hour originally set for 
the session had been 11 a.m., it was 
twice changed, owing to the tardiness 
of the Governor in making his appear- 
ance. The principal business was the 
discussion over the resignation of Su- 
perintendent Dr. A. S. O’Brien. 

Dr. O’Brien refused to resign unless 
he was fully vindi ed of the charges 
that the directors had permitted to be 
brought against him. While awaiting 
the Governor, this afternoon, Dr. 
O’Brien stated that he felt positive 
that his vindication would be complete. 
He would give no reason for his assur- 
ance other than the fact that he was 
innocent. 

“No direct charges were filed against 
me,” he said, “but through the press it 
was stated that I had cruelly abused 
the inmates of the Ione schook and 
had generally mismanaged the “istitu- 
tion. In fact, Gov. Budd has permitted 
these things to be said and is indi- 
rectly responsible.” 

Before the meeting occurred, about 
the lobby of the hotel, among the poli- 
ticians and others gathered, there was 
held an informal discussion of the 
probability that Director Tyrrell would 
be asked to resign. 

O’BRIEN’S SUCCESSOR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—David 
Hirschberg will become superintendent 
of the Preston School of Industry 
January 1, 1898. When the directors 
met this afternoon Dr. E. 8S. O’Brien 
offered his resignation as superintend- 
ent, which was accepted. The direc- 
tors then adopted the following resclu- 
tions by a vote of 2 to 1, Dr. Tyrell 
voting “no” and Directors Maddux and 
Preston voting “aye:” 

‘Whereas, Dr. E. S. O’Brien has 
filed with this board his resignation as 
superintendent of the Preston School 
of Industry, to take effect January l, 
1898, and, whereas, serious charges have 
frequently been made against the ad- 
ministration, alleging brutal and un- 
necessarily severe punishment of the 
inmates, and whereas, we, as trustees, 
are familiar with the facts and circum- 
stances of his treatment of the said 
inmates, be it i 

“Resolved, that the resignation of Dr. 
E. 8S. O’Brien be and the same accepted, 
to take effect January 1, 1898. 

“Resolved, that in accepting the 
resignation we hereby express our con- 
fident belief that the reports above re- 
ferred to have been greatly exagger- 
ated and that the animosity with which 
said reports have been given publicity 
have done a great injustice to the ad- 
ministraion of Dr. E. S. O’Brien.” 

The selection of David Hirschberg 
followed. The new appointee made a 
brief speech, promising to do all in his 
power to make his administration in 
the school successful. He asked for 
and was granted three weeks leave of 
absence, beginning January 9, when he 
will go East to visit penological institu- 
tions in Michigan, New York and 
Pennsylvania. Hirschberg is now sec- 
Be of the grand lodge of the <A.O. 


TAXES ON ROLLING STOCK, 


Judge Morrow Decides Against the 
Atlantic and Pacific. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—Judge 
Morrow of the United States Circuit 
Court today rendered q decision ad- 
verse to the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road Company in its suit to recover 
taxes from the State Treasurer. The 
State Board of Equalization in 1893 as- 
sessed the railroad for its rolling 
stock used on the line from Mojave 
to the Needles in this State. This por- 
tion of the road was built by the 
Southern Pacific road and leased to 
the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad dur- 
ing the previous year. The terms of 
the contract provided that the Atlantic 
and Pacific road should pay all taxes 
which might be assessed upon the 

leased portion of the road. 
The Board of Equalization imposed a 


-tax of $2272.80 upon a valuation ot 


rclling stock amounting to $125,000, and 
the Atlantic and Pacific road paid it 
uncer protest. Its contention was that 
it was not liable for assessment upon 
its stock operated in this State, and 
that as its headquarters were in the 
Territory of New Mexico, it could only 
be assessed in that Territory. Suit 
was filed in tne United States Circuit 
Court to recover from the State the 
amount of taxes paid under protest. 
Judge Morrow passed upon the 
State’s demurrer and_ sustained it, 
holding that the Board of Equalization 
had the power to assess the rolling 
stock of the Atlantic and Pacific ro2d 
used on its leased line. ; 


JUROR IN DIFFICULTY. 


T. He Dervis Will Be Proceeded 
Against at Sacramento. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 17.—In the Su- 
perior Court teday Judge Hart sen- 
tenced Mrs. Lizzie Wamble, a procur- 
ess, to four years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary at San Quentin. The 
woman was an employé in a tamale 
factory, and induced girls to go there 
and meet men. One of her victims was 
Memie Anderson, who has siace been 
sent to the Referm School at Whittier. 
The owner of the tamale house was 
Nick Cippa, and it is alleged that he 
committed rape upon the Anderson 
girl. He has been tried twice, and the 

jury disagreed each time. 

The District Attorney has been in- 
formed that in the last trial cf Cippa, 
T. H. Davis, one cf the jurors, stated 
in the juryroom that he knew the 
prisoner’s victim well, and that he 
would convict ro man upon her testi- 
mony. The District Attorney required 
a transcript cf the questions asked 
Juror Davis to be made. Tho answers 
to these questions would indicate that 
Davis has been guilty of perjury, or, at 
the very least, contempt of court. The 
District Attorney is now engaged in 
gathering evidence in the matter, and 
as soon as it is completed will proceed 
against Davis.. The charge will prob- 
ably be contempt of court. 


MRS. COHEN’S LOAN, 


It Results in the Removal of Edgar 
A. Cohen, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 17.—The 
London and San Francisco Bank was 
today given judgment by Judge Mor- 
row of the United States Circuit Court 
in its suit to have Edgar A. Cohen of 
Alameda removed as trustee of consid- 
erable property in the State. ; 

The litigation arose out of the loan 
of $70,500 made by Mrs. Emilie Cohen, 
his mother, in 1893, to May Gould and 
her husband, Eugene H. Gould. To 
secure the loan three notes were given 
by Mre. Gould and her husband, each 
for $23,500, and a trust deed to prop- 
erty situated in various parts of the 
State was executed, of which deed Ed- 
gar A. Cohen was made trustee. The 
deed provided that in the event of the 


\notes fell due, and the bank, as holders 


notes not being paid, the trustee should 
be: empowered to sell any or all ‘of the 
real estate at the demand of the holder 
of the notes. 

Mrs. Cohen, shortly after the notes 
Came into her passcesien, assigned. 
them to the London and San Francisco 
Bank. In January, 1896, two of the 


of them, called upon Mrs. Gould and 
her husband to pay them. They failed 
to do so, and the bank then notified 
Edgar A. Cohen to sell the real estate 
of the Goulds, of which he was trustee. 
tie failed to do this, though repeatedly 
requeeted by the bank to do so, hence 
this suit. 

Judge Morrow this morning gave 
judgment in favor of the bank and re- 
moved Cohen from trusteeship. 
His successor will be appointed in a 
few days, and the real estate, which is 
situated in San Francisco, Oakland, 
Alameda, Fresno and Los_Angeles, will 
be cold under thé terms cf the deed of 
trust as prayed for“by the bank. 


A LOST CONSTABLE. 


Ralph Harrison of Danville Last 
Seen Hunting a Spaniard.

SACRAMENTO, Dee. 17.—Some anx- 
iety is felt here concerning Constable 
Ralph Harrison of Danville, Contra 
Costa county. He came here last Mon- 
day in search of a Spaniard named 
Leon Cervantes, charged with rape.

HOFF IS FRIGHTENED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—Albert 
Hoff, the upholsterer now in custody, 
is being involved in a mesh of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, from which it 
will. be difficult to extricate himself, 
‘and the “police believe that he will 
surely be convicted of the murder of 
Mrs. Mary A. Clute, who was beaten 
to death with a coupling-pin in her 
flat -at No. 803 Guerrero street, 
Wednesday afternoon last. Hoff feels 
that he is in peril of .his‘life, and is 
a nervous man. His collmates in the 
city prison, say that he slept little 
last night. He walked about the cell 
most of the night, and when he lay 
down he was restless and ill at ease. 
About 2 o’clock in the morning ho fell 
asleep, but awoke again in an hour 
and resumed his pacing to and fro. 

This morning the prisoner was taken 
into Judge Joachimsen’s court for ar- 
raignment. He was permitted to 
change his coat and to put on another 
pair of trousers. His hands shook vio- 
lently as he removed and #@nned his‘ 
garments, and there was a furtive, 
scared lock about his eyes. He was 
escorted to the courtroom by two offi- 
cers and placed in the dock. When 
his case was called, Waltgr Gallagher 
appeared as his counsel. Hoff was 
taken from the dock to the desk of 
the judge, and when asked what he had 
to say to the charge, pleaded not 
guilty. The case was then set for next 
Wednesday. 

From the courtroom tthe accused was 
taken to a room on the first floor of 
the Larkin-street entrance of the build- 
ing, and made to sit for his photo- 
graph in various postures. A picture 
of his open left hand was taken, so 
as to show the wound in the palm 
supposed to have been received during 
the struggle with the victim of his 
passion. He was made to shoulder 
the old carpet sack in which he car- 
ried his tools, just as he had carried it 
when C. A. Legg and his daughter-in- 
law, Mrs. Legg, saw him leaving tthe 
Guerrero-street house about the time 
of the murder. He carried the sack on 
his left shoulder and,stood with his 
side toward the camera. When the 
photographer had completed his work, 
Hoff was taken back to prison and 
locked up. He was measured and 
found to be just 5ft. 6%in. high. 


NICKEL IN THE SLOT. 


Judge Cook Decides the Machine is 


not a Lottery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—Judge 
Carroll Cook today decided that the 
nickel-in-the-slot machine is not a lot- 
tery, and in consequence does not come 
within the provisions of section 319 of 
the Penal Code. By this decision the 
conviction and sentence in the Police 
Court of Isaach Deutsch, a cigar dealer, 
was reversed, and the case was ordered 
digmissed. 

In his decision Judge Cook designed a 
lottery in brief as a gambling device 
providing for the apportioning of 
money in which more than ten per- 
sons are concerned. Such a condition 
does not exist in the manipulation of 
the slot machine, as only the party 
who drops the nickel is at the time di- 
rectly concerned. No other persons 
who might chance to play the same 
machine or afterward could be hurt or 
benefited by the other player’s success 
or ill-fortune. This opinion is sub- 
stantiated by several decisions which 
the Judge quotes, and all tend to show 
a lottery was one thing, and a mere 
gambling device another.

SCORE ONE FOR GEN. MILES. 


The Gatling Guns in the Chicago 
Federal Building. 


[Star, Washington, D. C., Nov. 29, 
1897:] Gen. Miles has been subjected 
to considerable unjust criticism on ac- 
count of the placing of several gatling 
guns at the Federal building in Chi- 
cago during the troubles with the an- 
archists in 1886. The facts in the case 
are that the guns in question were 
placed in position on that occasion by 
order of Gen. Sheridan, then in com- 
mand of the army at Washington, with 
the knowledge and consent of Secre- 
tary Manning, at that time at the 
head of the Treasury Department, hav.

“Vou are authorized to have the. facts 
stated that those gatling guns at Chi- 
cago were sent there ten years ago, at 
the time the anarchists were hanged, 
and on information that there was a 
plot in existence for looting the sub- 
treasury.

-To clear Luetgert his attorneys will, 
in the trial now commenced, introduce 
a new line of defense.

day with her in the house from which 
the State maintains her husband lured 
her to her death in the basement of 
the adjoining sausage factory. 

Davy left Chicago last January, os- 
tensibly to get the money for the sale 
of Luetgert’s sausage factory to a 
Dutch syndicate. Mrs. Luetgert disap- 
peared on the night of May 1. Whether 
the two corresponded in the mean time 
cannot be learned, but that the pair 
were greatly interested in each other 
will be alleged, and upon this line the 
accused will base his defense. f

WEBB IN THE DOCK, 


HIS IRON HAND NO LONGER 
RULES THE BOARD. 


The Seventh Ward Highwayman’s 
Confession of Petty Larceny 
Corroborated. 


OLIVER DRAWS AN INFERENCE. 


| JANITOR MORRIS TELLS HOW HE, 


WAS BLACKMAILED.

He, also, Had Lied to the Grand 
Jury to Protect a Friend—Con- 
tractor Who Paid Percent- 
age to the Boodlers. 


Though Webb occupied his usual seat 
last evening at the school board inves- 
tigation, he was present not as a mem- 
ber of the board, but as the prisoner 
in the dock. The action taken by the 
City Council yesterday morning has 
relieved the board of the incubus of 
its “acknowledged .leader,’”’ the man 
who professed to rule with despotic 
sway the banditti who preyed upon the 
teachers and school employés. 

Intimations have not been wanting 
that the school board boss proposes to 
set at defiance even the edict of the 
City Council, and that he will make a 
last desperate attempt to clutch the 
power that is slipping from his grasp. 
A decent respect for the law is per- 
haps not to be expected from such a 
quarter. 

It is evident, too, that Webb still 
seeks to retain his hold upon the sur- 
vivors of the Solid Six, and that in 
this he is fairly successful. Not one 
of them all is making the slightest ef- 
fort to aid in the discovery of the rot- 
tenness that existed. Not one of them 
has assisted the prosecution in obtain- 
ing clews to any of the robberies per- 
petrated. The readiness with which 
they are prepared to rally to Webb’s 
standard once more was sufficiently ex- 
emplified by the caucus at Bartlett’s 
house last Monday afternoon. Mc- 
Inerny’s close conferences at each ses- 
sicn of the investigation with Webb’s 
attorney, Meserve, betray far more de- 
sire to shield his quondam boss than 
to unearth the rascalities that have 
been perpetrated. 

The eyidence adduced last evening 
afforded fresh corroboration of Ax- 
tell’s testimony. The two witnesses 
whose testimony was most important 
were Fred Nielsen, the kalsominer who 
was held up for $55, and W. H .Morris, 
the High School janitor, who was 
mulcted to the tune of $800. Both men 
confirmed the statements made by Ax- 
tell, and both stated in most positive 
and emphatic terms their belief that 
Axtell did not himself keep a dollar of 
the money which he collected from 
them. Both men had known Axtell 
for years and believed him incapable 
of such robbery unless forced to it by 
some power in the Board of Education 
which he could not resist. Morris ad- 
mitted that he had testified falsely be- 


shield Axtell, whom he spoke of as his 
closest and truest friend. Afterward 
he voluntarily went again before the 
grand jury and made a clean breast of 
the whole transaction. 

Miss Clara Schroeter, one of Adams’s 
many victims, told of her interviews 
with tthe Seventh Ward highwayman. 
She learned that money must be d 
to secure her appointment, and her 
mother then called upon Adams and 
paid him $20 in Miss Schroeter’s be- 
half. This was a little private steal 
by Adams on his own account, and he 
says the money was not paid over to 


Webb. 
AN EMPTY DENIAL. 

Secretary Johnson was absent and 
Poor called the roll, Webb responding 
to his name for the last time. 

Meserve then said that Mrs. Nellie I. 
Potter had handed him a letter with the 
oan that it be read. It was as fol- 
ows: 

“The Times publishes an interview 
this morning with Mrs. A. C. Greg- 
ory. That part of the interview in 
reference to myself is wholly untrue 
and false.”’ 

Meserve said that Mrs. Potter in- 
formed him that she bought a piano 
from Bartlett, but that it was not pur- 
chased until November 17, 1897. 

The article in The Times was an in- 
terview with Mrs. Gregory, in which 
she stated that Mrs. Potter bought a 
piano of Bartlett and kept it and that 
she is still teaching. These statements 
of Mrs. Gregory’s are simple facts, 
which cannot be controverted. 

Mr. Gibbon called attention to the 
fact that The Times did not state, nor 
did Mrs. Gregory state, that Mrs. Pot- 
ter bought a piano to secure her posi- 
tion. 

“Tf any one bought a plano from 
Bartlett, the natural inference was that 
it was done in order to get a position,”’ 
said Mr. Oliver with intended sarcasm. 

“T admit that,” responded Mr. Gib- 
bon. 

Poor then read a communication from 
the City Clerk advising the board of 
the resolution adopted yesterday morn- 
ing by the Council, suspending Webb 
from office because of the criminal 
charge against him presented by the 
“—_ jury. The communication was 
filed. 

Meserve asked whether Mrs. Greg- 
ory would be called as a witness. 
When told that the prosecution did not 
expect to call her, Meserve insisted 
that she must testify. 

“Do you appear for the Board of Ed- 
ucation?’” asked Mr. Gibbon  sarcas- 
tically. 

“I appear for one of them,” was the 
response. In view of the fact that the 
Council has declared Webb’s office va- 
cant, Meserve’s assertion could only be 
construed as indicating a resolve to 
set the Council at defiance. 

Adams was to have been put on the 


Ystand, but a physician’s certificate was 


presented stating that he was ill and 
unable to attend. 
PETTY LARCENY. 


Miss Clara Schroeter was then called 
to the stand. She testified that she 
was a teacher in the Ann-street school 
and was acquainted with Webb and 
Adams. She had a conversation with 
Webb about getting a position, prior to 
the election of teachers in June. He 
gave her no satisfaction and she said 
she would see the other directors. She 
had two interviews with Adams. 

“Was anything said about the pay- 
ment of money to secure your appoint- 
ment?’ asked Mr. Gibbon. 

“There was,” replied Miss Schroeter. 
“Mr. Adams said he was a@ poor man, 
that he received no compensation as a 
school director, and he intimated that 
I must pay something. My mother was 
present at this interview. I did not 
know that money was paid to Adams 
to secure my appointment until I 
learned, after this investigation began, 
that my mother paid him $20.” 

Mrs. Gregg, Miss Schroeter’s mother, 
was the next witness. She said that 
she had a convereation with Adams 
about her daughter’s application for a 
position. He did. not say plainly that 
he wanted money, but she understood 
that was what he meant. He named 
no amount, but she paid him $20, one 
payment of $10 in May and a second of 
the same amount in June, both being 
‘made before the election of teachers 
in June... There was’ no conversation

Mrs. M. G. Smith, who testified at 


fore the grand jury in an effort to]. 


@ previous session that she bought a 
piano from Bartlett upon the assur- 
ance from his managér, Salyer, that 
she would receive an advance in sal- 
ary, Was next called to the stand. 

She was asked whether she had any 
talk with Webb about the time she 
was seeking a raise in salary. 

“Yes,”’ she replied, “just before I 
bought the plano. I was in the store 
talking with Salyer. As I came out 
I told Webb that I wanted a position 
as directress of kindergarten. He said 
he didn’t know whether I could get 
it. I said I would see Mr. Conrey. 
He laughed and shrugged his shoul- 
ders. I gaid: ‘Perhaps that may not 
do any good? Do you mean, that he 
has not much to say about it?’ Mr. 
Webb replied: ‘Well, that’s about i!.’” 

THE NIELSEN HOLD-UP. 

Fred Nielsen was the next witness. 
He testified that he had done calso- 
mining and plastering for the school 
board for eight or nine years. He 
was first employed before Axtell was 
appointed to a school position. Dur- 
ing the latter part of September of 
this year he presented a bill for about 
$550 for work done in the school build- 
ings. 

“Axtell came to me and said: ‘Look 
here, Fred, you have known me a 
good many years, and this is the first 
time I have ever spoken to you about 
anything like this, but I have got to 
do it.’ I didn’t understand what he 
was driving at, but he went on to 
say: ‘You have got to pay a percentaze 
of your bill. You will have to pay 10 
per cent.’ That would be % cent a 
yard. He seemed very much wor- 
ried, and said the money must go 
to the other fellow, or fellows, I did 
not understand which word he used. 
I understood it would go to some one 
in the board, above Axtell. I paid 
him $55. I had done work for the 
board every year since Axtell had 
been in charge, and he never before 
suggested such a thing as a rake-off 
on any of my bills. He never asked 
me for any payment. I could not 
positively say whether he mentioned 
the names of the persons to whom 
the money was to go. I paid him: the 
$55 about October 1.” 

On cross-examination, Nielsen said 
that he never had any intimation from 
Webb that money must be paid. Wit- 
ness made no objection to paying the 
$55, because Axtell seemed so much 
troubled. Axtell said to him: “You 
have known me long enough to know 
that the money does not go to me.” 

THE HIGH SCHOOL STEAL. 

W. H. Morris, janitor of the High 
School, was the last witness of the 
evening. He declined to take the oath, 
saying that he would affirm. He said 
he was 66 years of age, and he had held 
his position for four years prior to this. 
Last spring a petition asking that he 
be reappointed was signed by all the 
teachers of the High School, except one, 
who was ill and absent. He felt con- 
fident of reappointment. His salary 
was $125 per month. The usual rate 
was $5 per room, and as there were 
forty-three rooms in the High School, 
he would have received, if paid at this 
rate, $215 a month. Adams told him 
that his salary was to be raised, and 
Axtell said the same. Axtell finally 
told him that it had been decided that 
he must pay $200 in order to get an 
increase. Axtell said also that he must 
employ a man from Boyle Heights at 
a, salary of $50 or $60 a month. Axtell 
told which member of the board de- 
manded the appointment, but he could 
not remember who it was. It was 
natural, however, to suppose that as 
the man to be put in came from the 
Ninth Ward, the demand was made by 
Webb. 

Axtell sent a colored man to take the 
job, but he proved unsatisfactory. ‘3 
“I gave Axtell $200 in. gold coin, 
said Morris. “I think he told me he | 
gave it to Webb, but I can’t remem- 
ber whether it was Webb or Adams. I 
asked Axtell what it would cost to get 
rid of the colored man. He told me 
$100. I gave it to him. He told me he 
gave this money to Webb. I think the 
colored man’s name was Jackson 
Parker; but I am not sure. Axtell, and 
I have been close friends for years. I 
don’t believe he would take one cent 
from me for his own use. His manner 
showed regret and sorrow when he 
took the money from me. 
few friendships like gurs between men. 
I was never, under any previous board, 
asked to pay money for my place or 

an increase of salary.” 
ANOTHER CONFESSED PERJURER 


On cross-examination the defense 
brought out the fact that, though Mor- 
ris had declined to be sworn upon tak- 
ing the stand, he was sworn when be- 
fore the grand jury on November 3%. 

It quickly transpired that upon the 
occasion of his appearance before the 
grand jury Morris testified that he had 
never been asked by any person to 
pay money to secure his position, nor 
had he ever @greed that any part of 
his salary should go to any other per- 
son. i 
Meserve read the testimony on that 
occasion by the witness. Morris ad- 
mitted that he had so sworn, but he 
said that h afterward voluntarily 
went before the grand jury a second 
time and made a clean breast of his 
transactions with Axtell. This he did 
after being told by Conrey, Davis and 
Gibbon that they had learned the facts. 

Morris insisted that he had no talk 
with Axtell relative to the testimony 
that he should give the first time that 
he went before the grand jury. He 
perjured himself because he felt Ax- 
tell was in trouble and he wished to 
shield him, even though he 
bear the trouble himself. . 

“Did you expect,” asked Meserve, 
“that Axtell would tell the truth when 
he was subpoenaed before the grand 
jury, or did you think he would tell 
the same story you did?” 

“T did not think he would say I paid 
the money. I was not surprised to 
learn of his testimony,” replied Mor- 
ris 


Meserve questioned the witness at 
great length as to his views upon the 
relative criminality of giving and re- 
ceiving bribes. 

Morris did not receive the promised 
raise in salary and finally applied to 
the board. No action was taken upon 
his request. His salary was raised from 
$125 to $150 in June, but the expected 
raise to $215, for which he paid Ax- 
tell $200, was not forthcoming. 

Webb’s “iron hand” formed the sub- 
ject of some questioning by Meserve, 
who tried to elicit from the witness 
an expression of opinion that the school 
boss owed his rule to “superior brain 
power.” This brilliant conception un- 
fortunately found no material support 
in the testimony of the witness, though 
the idea adds fresh laurels to Webb’s 
attorney. 

Morris was questioned closely upon 
the details of his testimony and was 
led into some contradictions upon 
minor points. No new facts of import- 
ance were brought out. 

The investigation will be resumed 
this evening.

NO MORE SEALSKINS, 


Provisions of the New Bill Prevent 
Thetr Importation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) ~ 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—It has been 
developed that the bill relating to 
pelagic sealing, which has just passed 
both branches of Congress and is be- 
fore the President, contains a provision 
of far-reaching importance, which has, 
thus far, escaped attention. 

This places an absolute prohibition on 
the further bringing of sealskins intothe 
United States from any source what- 
ever. As the United States is the larg- 
est market in the world for sealskins, 
this complete stoppage of the trade In 
this country will be a severe measure 
against the British and Canadian in- 
dustries, which take and cure the skins 
and then dispose of them largely in the 
ae States. The provision is as fol- 
ows: 

“Section 9. That the importation into 
the United States by any person what- 
soever of fur sealskins taken in the 
waters mentioned in this act, whether 
raw, dressed, dyed or manufactured, is 
hereby prohibited, and all such articies 
imported after this act shall take ef- 
fect shall not be permitted to be ex- 
ported, but shall be seized and de- 
stroyed by the proper officers of the 
United States.” 


MONETARY COMMISSION. 


Its Deliberations Ended and a Bill 
Being Prepared, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The mone- 
tary commission reached the conclusion 
of its. deliberations. today, and the 
chairman, ex-Senator Edmunds, de- 
clared the commission adjourned with- 
out day. 

Some slight differences of opinion as 
to minor details of the report ‘were in 
evidence to the last, but the report as 
it will be signed, is practically unani- 
mous. 

One member thought it necessary to 
make emphatic his convictions as to 
one feature of the report, and Mr. Gar- 
nett, who had returned to his home in 
California, and was not able to take 
part in the final deliberations, differed 
slightly from his associates in regard 
to the treatment of the existing silver 
coins and silver certificates. The sig- 
natures of all the members will be at- 
tached to the report, with the limited 
reservation of these two. 

The publication of the ne dy will be 
delayed for some days, pending its com- 
pletion by the secretaries. A bill em- 
bodying the recommendations of the 
committee is in course of preparation, 
and will be presented to Congress after 
the holiday recess. 


WILL USE CHECKS. 


In the Redemption of the Pacific 
Railroad Currency Sixes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—At the 
Treasury Department it was said to- 
day that the redemption of the Pacific 
Railroad currency sixes would be made 
by checks sent out from the depart- 
ment on the 24th inst.

A TARIFF COMMISSION IMPRACTICABLE. 

At Thursday's session of the National 
Board of Trade, held in the city of 
Washington, a resolution was adopted 


, urging upon Congress the creation of 


a@ permanent tariff commission, to have 
charge of and virtually to control all 
future tariff legislation. The plans for 
the establishment of a tariff commis- 
sion have been under discussion for 
some months, and the more they have 
been . discussed the less feasible does 
the scheme appear. It may be stated 
as a practical certainty that no tariff 
commission, permanent or temporary, 
will be established, and that there will 
be no serious attempt on the part of 


_@ongress to establish such a commis- 


sion. The National Board of Trade, in 
lending its indorsement to this Utopian 
e@cheme, has certainly not covered it- 
with any great amount of glory. 
To the Congress of the United States 
alone belongs the power and the duty 
to enact laws for the’ government of 
the country. This power of legislation 
ot constitutionally be delegated to 
any body outside of Congress, nor to 
any portion of Congress less than a

RAILROAD POOLING. 
The subject of railroad pooling will 
come before Congress at the present 


- gession, and a determined effort. will 


“be made to secure the enactment of 
legislation permitting competing lines 
of railroad to pool their earnings, and 
to establish uniform rates of transpor- 
tation. Such legislation, if properly 
safeguarded, would undoubtedly prove 


lq benefit both to the railroads and to 


‘the public. But it is necessary, what- 
ever legislation may be enacted, that 
proper and wholesome restraints may 
be thrown about the operations of the 
railways, to prevent combinations pre- 
judicial to the public interests. 

To remove all restrictions, and per- 
mit the railways to pool their business 
at pleasure, as they were permitted to 
do prior to 1887, would be to invite a 
repetition of the abuses of that period. 
The evils of unrestricted combination, 
or pooling, are manifestly greater than 
those of unrestricted competition. But 
both are evils, from which the general 
public must ultimately suffer. If un- 
restricted pooling were permitted, the 
public would be at the mercy of the 
railroads. Unrestricted competition, on 
the other hand, leads to interminable 
rate-wars, the general demoralization 
of traffic, the unsettling of business, 
followed by inevitable reactions to 
higher rates, by which the railroads 
geek to recoup their losses, and for 
all of which the public must pay, in 


the end. 


A measure known as the Foraker 
Bill is pending in Congress which per- 
mits the railroads to pool their tnter- 
ests in certain cases, and to establish 
gniform rates, subject fo the investiga- 
tion and approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This plan, in 
@ general sense, appears practicable. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
éf clothed with full power to investi- 
gate and determine cases of this kind 
(subject to review by the courts,) would 
@ertainly be able to check most abuses, 
@md could exercise a wholesome re- 
gtraint upon the traffic business of the

The 
commission may properly be empow- 
ered to approve or cogdemn such rates 
as the carriers may agree upon, but its 
authority should stop short of the arbi- 
trary fixing of rates. The exercise of 
sO unusual a power would in effect be 
a public invasion of the rights of prop-: 
erty and of individuals. It would be 
an extreme exercise of the sovereign 
power of eminent domain, which can 
exist only in the government itself, 
and which cannot properly be delegated 
to individuals or commissions. 


Melville C. Wilkinson, captain Third 
Infantry, brevet major United States 
Army, on duty at Fort Snelling, Minn., 
recently read a paper before a monu- 
ment association in St. Paul on the 
subject of “The Conquerors.” He took 
the ground that the real conquerors on 
our battlefields have been the Ameri- 
can mothers, who instilled sentiments 
of patriotism and moral courage into 
the hearts of their sons. In closing 
his remarks, Maj. Wilkinson drew a 
striking parallel between the utter- 
ances of the Haymarket anarchists of 
Chicago, in 1885-86, and the utterances 
of the Debs “Social Democracy” (anar- 
chists also) in September, 1897, advo- 
cating, as did the Haymarket assassins, 
the use of dynamite and the torch as 
means for redressing wrongs, real or 
imaginary. The following paragraph 
from Maj. Wilkinson’s address nobly 
speaks a great truth: Ciakicg 

“‘He serves his party best who serves 
his country. most. There should be— 
and by all that’s right and just there 
is no room in our country. for any 
party whose flag is not the Stars and 
Stripes. Neither is there room in it for 
any flag: but ours, the one, thank God, 
that has never yet been lowered to a 
victorious foe.”

INTERESTING EXTRACTS FROM 
. THE SENATE JOURNAL. 

Secret History of the Early Days 


of the Government Printed 
Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON’S SIMPLICITY. 


THERE WERE NO FRILLS ON THE 
FATHER OF HIS COUNTRY. 


Jefferson Inaugurated the Spolls 
System and Enforced It 
' with Energy and 
(horoughness. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The execu- 
tive sessions of the Senate are, and al- 
ways have been, reclusively and seclu- 
sively secret. The doors are closed, and 
all cowans and eavesdroppers are kept 
away by stern sentinels. 

In the year 1829 and in the year 1869, 
the Senate authorized the publication 
of journals of executive sessions, and 
they are interesting bits of history. 

In the Executive Journal of the first 
two sessions of the Senate there is 
nothing to show where the Senate was 
located; but the journal of the third 
session is carefully headed: “A Rec- 
ord of.the Senate, U.S.A., Assembled 
at Philadelphia, December 6, 1790.’ In 
the journal for Monday, January 1i%, 
1791, there is an interesting letter re- 
ceived from the King of France and 
transmitted to the Senate by the Presi- 
dent. 

The letter is addressed, ‘To our very 
dear friend and allies, the President 
and members of the General Congress 
of the United States of North Amer- 
ica,’ and.says: “Very Dear Great 
Friends and Allies: We have received 
the letter by which you inform us of 
the new mark of confidence you have 
shown to Mr. Jefferson, and which 
puts a period to his appointment of 
Minister Plenipotentiary at our court,” 
followed by compliments to Jefferson 
and expressions of friendship for the 
United States, it is dated Paris, Sep- 
tember 11, 1790, and signed ‘“‘Your Good 
Friend and Ally, Louis Montmorin.” 

Once did Washington condescend to 
date a communication from Philadel- 
phia. It was marked, ‘Philadelphia, 
March 1, 1791,” and it was addressed 
to the President of the Senate, calling 
the Senate togeth4r in the Senate 
chamber in Philadelphia for the 4th 
of that month. The business of the 
special session related to the nomina- 
tion of United States officials to put the 
Federal government into motion in the 
State of Vermont, which became a 
part of the Union on that day. 

The journals of the executive: ses- 
sions of the Senate are now kept by a 
gentleman who bears no special titlé: 
except that he is a clerk in the office 
of the Secretary of the Senate. Fora 
number of years there was an execu- 
tive clerk, whose special duty it was to 
prepare and preserve the journal of ex- 
ecutive proceedings, but that office has 
been abolished. The last incumbent of 
the office was James Rankin Young of 
Philadelphia, now an honored member 


Young held that office for a number of 
years, and his official record is most 
honorable and praiseworthy. Execu- 
tive secrets of national and interna- 
tional interest were confided to him; 
and they were safer with him than 
they were with some Senators. His 
journals may not be published for a 
generation, but they will be found to 
be in keeping with his character for 
painstaking attention to detail. It is 
fair to presume that they will be found 
to be more elaborate and possessive of 
more literary finish than any of the 
journals of his predecessors, not one of 
whom obtained literary reputation. - 

The first publication of the executive 
journals of the Senate was in 1829, 
when the book was printed in Wash- 
ington bv Duff Green under a resolu- 
tion passed by the Senate on April 4, 
1828, as follows: é 

‘Resolved, that the entire Executive 
Journal of the Senate, from the com- 
mepcement of the Federal government 
to the close of the last session of the 
Senate, be printed and published. 

“Resolved, that the said journal -be 
printed under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Senate, who shall cause 
a suitable index to be made and printed 
with each volume; and that 700 copies 
be printed.” 

Owing to the small number of copies 
printed, the publication has never be- 
come a common one, and at this late 
day a copy of it is rarely seen: There 
is a well-worn copy of it in the office 
of the Secretary of the Senate, and it 
would be difficult to imagine anything 
more interesting in the way of polit- 
ical reading than a look through that 
journal. 

The first executive communication re- 
ceived by the Senate bore the signa- 
ture of “Geo. Washington” (as he al- 
Ways wrote himself down,) and was de- 
livered into the hands of the Vice- 
President by Gen. Knox, Secretary of 
War. Its object was to lay before the 
Senate some treaties which had been 
made, ‘under the official superintend- 
‘ence of Gen. Knox, with several tribes 
of northern and northwestern Indians. 
The message began, “Gentlemen of 
the Senate,” and closed simply with 
the signature of “Geo. Washington,” 
without any complimentary flour- 
ishes or qualifications whatever, and 
was dated “New York, May 25, 1789,” 
which was the invariable form of such 
documents. 

The second executive message was 
delivered June 8, 1789, by Mr. Jay, not 
Secretary of State, but “Secretary of 
the United States for the Department 
of Foreign Affairs,’’ who wrote himselif 
down as hailing from the “Office of 
Foreign Affairs.” It related to a con- 
vention between his most Christian 
Majesty, the King of- France, and the 
United States, for the purpose of de- 
termining and fixing the functions and 
prerogatives of their respective con- 
suls, agents and commissaries. 

Only in one of his executive commu- 
nications did the Father of His Coun- 
try write after his name ‘President of 
the Uniter States,” and that was his 
second communication. But in Sep- 
tember, 1789, New York got too sma’l 
for him, and thereafter he dated his 
communications not from New York 
but from the “United States.” His 
last executive communication from 
New York was dated September 11, 
and his first from the “United States” 
was dated September 16, 178). 

The nomination on December 22, 
1791 of Gov. Morris of New York to be 
Minister to France; of Thomas Pick- 
ney, of South Carolina, to be Minister 
to London; and of William Short of 
Virginia, to be Minister to the Hague, 
led to a prolonged contest in the Sen- 
ate on a motion “that in the opinion 
of the Senate it would not be for the 
interest of the Uuited States to ap- 
point ministers. plenipotentiaries to 
reside permanently at foreign courts;”’ 
but in the end the nominations were 


‘all confirmed. 


It would appear that occasionally 
Washington found it desirable to “turn 
a rescal out,’’ for occasionally in the 
records of nominations is such a line 
as this: “John Armistead, to be Sur- 
veyor of the Port cf Plymouth, in North 


Carolina, vice Thomas Davis Freeman, 


of the House of Representatives. -Mr.. 


suspended,” and in the army, “Corne- 
lius Lyman, captain, vice Platt, cash- 
lered.”’ If the father of his country 
could not tell a lie, he could make a 
mistake now and then, as witness his 
own confession in this letter: 
“UNITED STATES, Feb. 28, 1793. 
“Gentlemen of the Senate: I was led 
by consideration of the qualifications of 
William Patterson of New Jersey to 
nominate him as Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It has since occurred to me 


when the law creating that office was. 
passed, and that the time for which he 
was elected is not yet expired. I think 
it my duty, therefore, to declare that 
I deem the nomination to.have been 
null by the Constitution. 

“GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 

Modern Presidents constantly violate 
the Constitution, and with impunity. 
The organic law provides that the 
President shall make certain appoint- 
ments with “the advice and consent of 
the Senate.” The appointments still re- 
quire the “consent” of the Senate, but 
it has been many a long day since a 
President has respected the Constitu- 
tion by requesting the ‘‘advice’”’ of the 
Senate. As a matter of fact, President 
Cleveland made many appointments, 
and held his men in office, without the 
“consent” of the Senate. As a well- 
known example, he appointed a colored 
man named Matthews to be Recorder 
of Deeds for the District of Columbia, 
when the Senate was not in session. 
When Matthews was rejected by the 
Senate, he held that office just the 
same, until the Senate adjourned, when 
Cleveland appointed him again. +: 

In the case of David G. Brown, who 
was mads Collector of Customs for 
Montana, President Cleveland held him 
in office for three years, although the 
Senate declined to confirm. his nomi- 
nation. This was because one Senator 
alone prevented action in the case. 
Nevertheless, it was not in accordance 
with the spirit of the Constitution, as 
it was understood by Washington. 

To prove this assertion, we may turn 
to the published executive journal and 
ascertain that one of the first nomi- 
nations which Washington sent to ths 
Senate was that of a gentleman to take 
charge of the affairs of the United 
States at the Court of France during 
the absence from there of our Minister, 
Mr. Jefferson, who had applied for per- 
mission to return home for a few 
months. In his message Washington 
said: “For this purpose I nominate 
William Short, Esq.,:and request your 
advice on the propriety of appointing 
him.” A discussion in the Senate as 
to whether nominations should be voted 
upon by ballot or viva voce, was de- 
cided in favor of ballot, and on June 
18, 1789, the Senate resolved to “advise 
and consent” to the appointment of 
Mr. Short, and the resolution was or- 
dered to be transmitted to Mr. Jay for 
communication. 

The secretary to the President never 
goes to the Senate nowadays. On the 
contrary, for many years an executive 
clerk has delivered to the Senate all 
messages from the White House. O. L. 
Pruden, who was private secretary to 
President Hayes, fulfills that function. 

It is recorded that on August 3, 1789, 
Mr. Lear, the President’s private sec- 
retary, first apeared as the President’s 
messenger to the Senate. He conveyed 
the nominations of a number of col- 
leotors, naval officers and surveyors; 
and as several applications for appoint- 
ments had been addressed conjointly to 
the President and the Senate, the 
President at the same time sent all 
such applications to the Senate for 
their information. When these nomi- 
nations were confirmed the action of 
the Senate was communicated directly 
by thesecretary of the Senatetothe Preg- 
ident of the United States, instead of 
through the head of the department, as 
in the previous case of Mr. Short. | 

The President of the United States 
never visits the Senate chamber; al- 
though it was contemplated by the 


Constitution that he should do so. 


pagorge Washington understood the 
titution. and ‘was imbued with its 
letter and spirit. The Senate journal for 
August 22, 1789, contained the follow- 
ing entry: 

“The President of the United States 
came into the Senate chamber at- 
tended by Gen. Knox, and laid before 
m4 Senate the following state of facts, 
with the questions thereto annexed, for 
their advice and consent.’’ 

The “state of facts” related to the 

troublesome Indian problem. On Mon- 
day, August 22, 1789, the President 
‘again was present in the Senate cham- 
ber, attended by Gen. Knox, of the 
War Office, while the Senate discussed 
and voted upon various questions in- 
volved in the negotiations with the In- 
dians. 
. When President McKinley was. in- 
augurated, he received the oath of of- 
fice and delivered his address from.the 
Senate wing of the Capitol, because the 
Senate Committe on Rules decided that 
the inauguration of the President was 
an executive function. Thati was usur- 
patory, and violative of the spirit of 
the Constitution, as is was understood 
by the founders of this republic. 

it is recorded in the Executive Jour- 
nal of the Senate that when the time 
came for John Adams to take the oath 
of office as President, it was done in 
the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives, instead of the Senate chamber, 
which had been employed by Washing- 
ton. It is noticeable that in enumerat- 
ing the dignitaries present on the oc- 
casion of *‘Adams’s inauguration, the 
official record alludes to the “great and 
good Washington.” In Adams’s inaug- 
ural address there is one _ sentence 
which contains five times as many 
words as Washington's entire speech 
four years before, and strange to say, 
that very sentence was devoted to 
telling his listeners that he would en- 
deavor to follow the example of Wash- 
ington. 

Like Washington, Adams adopted the 
habit of dating his communications 
from the United States. His first execu- 
tive communication to the Senate, de- 
livered by his secretary, Mr. Mal- 
colm, said: “I nominate Joshua Sands 
of New York, to be Collector of the 
District of New York, vice John Lamb, 
dismissed.” The word “dismissed” had 
never been used by Washington, but 
it was often used by Adams. 

In his second message he nominated 
John Quincy Adams of Massachusetts 
to be Minister to Prussia. 

On the 4th of March, 1801, it is noted 
for the first time that the Senate as- 
Sembled in their chamber in the city of 
Washington, which has been the seat 
of the government ever since. Adams 
followed the example of Washington 
so well that just once, he too, wrote 
after his name, “President of the 
United States.”” That was in the com- 
munication which he addressed to the 
Senate calling the special meeting on 
March 4, 1801, to witness the inaugura- 
tion of the new President. | 

Jefferson’s first message to the Sen- 
ate, communicated March 5, 1801, the 
day after his inauguration, is as fol- 


lows: 
“Gentlemen of the Senate: The of- 


fices of Secretary of State, Secretary of 


War, Attorne-v-General of the United 
States and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Republic of France being vacant, I 
nominate the . following persons to 
them: James Madison, Jr., of Virginia, 
to be Secretary of State: Henry Dear- 
born of Massachusetts, to be Secretary 
of War; Levi Lincoln of Massachusetts, 
to be Attorney-General of the United 
States; Robert R. Livingston of New 
York. to be Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the United States to the Republic of 
France.”’ 

As soon as these nominations were 
confirmed, the Senate adjourned to 
meet again in December. During the 
recess Jefferson completed an entirely 
new Cabinet by appointing Albert Gal- 
Jatin, Robert Smith and Gideon Granger 
to be, respectively, Secretary of the 
Treasury. Secretary of the Navy, and 
Postmaster-General, At that time 
there were Only six departments, that 
of the Interior not yet having been or-

President, and no new Cabinet officers 
were appointed. Washington’s advis- 
ers were retained by Adams, but Jeffer- 
s0n selected his own. 

Although he never said it in so many 
words, Thomas Jefferson was the first 
President to emphasize his belief in the 
doctrine that “to the victor belongs the 
spoils.” 

Before the conclusion of his «term, 
President Adams sent to the Senate 
the names of a number of men whom he 


dent-elect Jefferson exerted his influ- 
ence to prevent the confirmation of the 
favorites of President Adams; and 
they were not confirmed. 

In his message of January 6, 1802, 
President Jefferson informs the Senate 
of some commissiong he had. issued 
during the recess, shO&wving that twenty- 
three of the commissions were issued to 
fill vacancies caused by “removal,” 
and twenty-seven were to take the 
place of gentlemen nominated by 
Adams in the last few days of his term 
as President, but not confirmed by the 
Senate. 

The form in which these nominations 
were communicated was like this: 
“George Maxwell of New Jefsey, At- 
torney for the district of New Jersey, 
vice Frederick Frelinghuysen, nomi- 
nated March 2, but not appointed.” 
Jefferson attributed to the Senate the 
function of “appointment.’’ The word 
now used is ‘“‘confirmation.” All the 
offices which Adams thus sought to 
fill with his own favorites were good, 
desirable offices, such as those of 
United States Attorney and United 
States Marshal. In every case, with- 
out exception, Jefferson brushed aside 
the man named by Adams, and gave 
the commission to a man of his own se- 
lection. 

That may be termed “Jeffersonian 
simplicity,” but it looks a_ little rank, 
even to an admirer of Jefferson. He 
had nerve, determination of character, 
and he believed that friends of the 
administration should have the prefer- 
ence. May be Jefferson wouldn’t have

SEMINOLE INDIAN TREATY. 


Needs Only the Ratification of Con- 
gress to Be Effective. 
[ASSOCIATED. PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MUSKOGEE (I. T.,) Dec. 
treaty between the United States and 
the Seminole nation has been con- 
cluded and signed by the Dawes and 
Seminole commissioners. It provides 
for the allotment of the lands for the 
Seminole nation and a division of its 
moneys among the citizens after the 


| tribal governments are extinguished. 


Five hundred thousand dollars of the 
fands of the nation is set apart for a 
permanent school fund for the educa- 
tion of the children of members of the 
tribe: All funds of the nation are to 
be disbursed by a person appointed by 
Liberal 
provision is made for lands to be used 
for church and school purposes by non- 
citizens. 

No coal or mineral leases are to be 
valid unless made with the tribal gov- 
ernment and with the consent of the 
allottee and the Secretary of the In- 
terior. The United States courts are 
given additional jurisdiction over the 
members of the tribe, and the Wnited 
States is to prohibit the introduction 
or handling in any way of intoxicating 
liquors in the nation, and is to make 
an effort to purchase 200,000 acres of 
land from the Creek nation for the 
Seminoles. The treaty is to be bind- 
ing on the United States when ratified 
by Congress, and on the Seminole na- 
Hs when ratified by its general coun-

[Tacoma (Wash.) Ledger, Dee. 10, 
1897:]) The above extract is taken from 
the report of Secretary of War Alger, 
published in the press of the country 
on the morning of November 22. Peo- 
Pile in Califernia, who were protesting 
against the Secretary's tardiness in 


delaying the work on the San Pedro 
Harbor, could not understand his 
promptness in recoinmending the con- 
Struction of the Lake Washington 
Canal. 

Possibly they were ignorant of the 
fact that Secretary Alger is the owner 
of a large block eof land for which the 
records show he paid $57,000, on the 
Shores of Lake Washington, “with its 
large sheet water excellent 
banks,” which land he acquired away 
back in 1820, when he, L. §&. J. Hunt 
and others were interested in boom- 
ing Kirkland, ‘‘desiined”’ to be the most 
imporiant manufacturing town north 
of San Francisco. Lets were sold like 
hot cakes at prices ranging from $100 
to $39C0,- stee! works were built and a 
railroad surveyed to Renten. Things 
looked very bright for the boomers, 
but, like many other mushroom 
growths, it burst. 

Ever since that time the town has 
been practically deserted, - people. who 
got caught selling their lots for a 
mére song and vowing never again to 
invest in boom real estate, no matter 
whether or not the boomers were such 
financial giants as Alger, Rockefeller, 
J. Sloat Fassett and others. 

Being a moneycd man, Secretary Al- 
ger could well afford to hold on to his 
property with the thought that some 
day the balloon would become inflated 
and remain up long enough to allow 
him to get out. This inflation process 
came in the form of a Cabinet port- 
folio, and happily the Secretaryship of 
War. When the reports of the engi- 
neers and experts were made to the 
department, Secretary Alger lost no 
time in making the. recommendations 
mentioned above. With the canal a 
reality it has been claimed Lake Wash- 
ington weuld be one ot the best fresh- 
water harbors in the country, and as 
such every inch of real estate border- 
ing on the lake would enhance a hun- 
dred fold in value, and especially that 
which has already been improved. 

It will be remembered that the north 
canal project was launched away back 
in 1890, at which time the project was 
used to boom the sale of the Kirkland 
boom lots. Several years later a great 
hurrah was made over the prospective 
building of the south canal, something 
like a million dollars being subscribed 
by the citizens to go toward the build- 
ing of the ditch. This precipitated a 
fight between property-owners§ along 
the route of both, which ended in a vic- 
tory for the northcanal. Different par- 
ties of engineers and special examiners 
were sent out from Washington city 
and several reports to the department 
were made. Secretary of War Lamont, 
while in office, scemed anxious to have 
the matter investigated before acting, 
his acts in. this respect being entirely 
different from those of Secretary Alger. 
More than once it has been claimed 
that the legislating through of this 
canal was a scheme, recent actions 
seeming to confirm this belief. 

Secretary Alger owns all together at 
Kirkland 280 acres of choice land and 
four improved lots in the town. This 
property cost nim in 1890 $57,600, and 
was purchased of one George E. Miller. 
All of this property is listed to Secre- 
tary Alger in the assessemnt of I897 
at a little over $4000, or about $30 an 
acre. The acreage property may be 
‘generally. described as being just off 
from the northeast corner of the lake. 
It is covared with timber, the best of 
which has been culled, as is the case 
— most timber land adjacent to cit- 
es. 

The first decd is found in volume 103 
of deeds at page 323, and conveys to 
“R. A. Alger of the city of Detroit, 
State of Michigan,” the south half of 
the northwest quarter of section 83, 
‘township 26 north, of range 5 east, be- 
ing eighty acres. The consideration 
named is $14,600. 

On the next page is recorded a deed, 
wherein,fora censideration of $32,000, the 
same erantor transfers to Mr. Alger 
160 acres, being the south half of the 
southeast quarter, and the northeast 
quarter of the southeast quarter, and 
the southeast quarter of the northeast 
quarter, of section 32, township 26 north, 
range 5 east. 

These two instruments were acknowl- 
edged on May 17, 1890, before R. B Al- 
bertson, the well-known lawyer, and 
the intimate personal friend of Wil- 
liam E. Bailey. The next deed, recorded 
at page 326 of the same volume, also 
bears date of May 14, and conveys to 
Mr. Alger, for the sum of $8000, the 
northwest quarter of the southwest 
quarter of section 32, township 26, being 
forty acres. This deed was not ac- 
knowledged until June 2, probably hav- 
ing been postponed by reason of some 
technical defect frequently encountered 
in transferring real property. 

The next, and last, of Mr. Alger’s real 
estate purchases in King county was 
made on November 8 of the same year, 
when he paid the Kirkland Land and 
Improvement Company $3000 for four 
lots in Kirkland, described as lot 38, 
block 195, and Jots 5, 6 and 7, in block 
7, the deed to which is recorded in yol- 
ume 110, page 516. 

The Ledger correspondent at Wash- 
ington City interviewed Secretary Al- 
ger yesterday on his investments in 
Kirkiand and was informed that the 
Jjand was purchased a long time aco. 
and that he would be giad to get 540 
eents on the dollar for the property, 
femitting the interest and taxes.

He had had the idea for 
some time and was only waiting for 
something to turn up to start a boom 
town that would,be a wonder. The 
opportunity he had been waiting for 
came in 1890, when Peter NWirk, 
wealthy Englishman, came to the State 
looking for a location for an iron and 
Kirk had been employed 
or years as a mining expert for a rich 
English syndicate, and in their interest 
had spent some time in the Cassiar 
and other British Columbia districts. 
He invented some improved method of 


manufacturing iron and. steel, and at. 


the time he came west Was receiving a 


big royalty ffom the British” govern- | 


ment for the use of his invention, 

Hiunt heard of Kirk and camped on 
his trail until he got a promice that the 
sieel works, would be located on Lake 
Washington wherever Hunt could get 
held of several hundred acres of land. 
The inducement Hunt held out wae a 
group of iron mines up on the Sno¢ 
qualmie River, which an old man 
named Gale had located and disposed 
of to the Denny brothers. 

Then the shores of Lake Washington 
were closely examined for the best site 
for. the new town. It was found that 
a big tract of land could be secured on 
the northern slide of the lake about 
four miles from the end of Madison 
strect. A stream of water running 
into the lake at this point settled the 
thing ayd the location of Kirkland was 
decided upon. - All the property in that 
vicinity that could be secured was 
bought up at prices varying from $60 
to $100 an acre. After all the property 
that could be secured had been pur- 
chased, the Kirkland Land Company 
mnade its bow to the pubic. 
interested with Mr. Hunt in the 
Kirkland proposition were Gen. Alger, 
J. Sloat Fassett, who a few years ago 
Was defeated in the race for the office 
of Governor of New York; John D., 
Rockefeller of Standard-Oil fame, and 
James McNaught, who is now with 
the Northern Pacific Railway. There 
were others in the deal, but not to a 
treat extent. 

It was decided to name the town 
after Peter Kirk, whose. stee] works 
Were to be its making, so it was called 
Kirkland. Several square miles were 
platted, the land cleared off and streets 
sraded at the expense of the 


company. It cost a great deal of 
money, but then it was a nice 
thing to own what was to become 


the big manufacturing center of t 
Northwest. Work, commenced’ on the 
steel har Papert four or five large 
brick buildings. “A surveying party 
was put to work on the survey of a 
line from Renton down the northern 
shore of the lake to Kirkland. And the 
boom was fairly launched. 

Lots were put on the market at 
prices ranging from $100 on the back 
Streets to $1500 and $3000 for the more 
desirable lots on the lake front.. The 
norith-canal scheme became prominent, 
and the backers of Kirkland claimed 
that jt would be the biggest fresh- 
Water harbor of the world. Of course, 
lots went like hot cakes. The public 
did not take well to the scheme. 
“verything Jooked all right on paper, 
but the general public wanted it dem- 
onstrated by the starting of the stead 
works. L. S. J. Hunt and the other 
members of the land company had 
wealthy friends, however, and the way 
these came forward and bought Kirk- 
land property was wonderful. Work 
commenced on the grade of the belt 
line, and the buildings for the steel 
works and woolen mills were com- 
pleted. Houses were built and people 
rushed into the new town. When the 
machinery for the steel works arrived, 
Kirkland stock took another bound, 
and the town was talked of all over 
the country. 

Up to this point the scheme had 
worked to perfection., But it was not 
oil to be smooth satling. The first snag 
appeared when the belt-line construé- 
ion crew reached the farm of a 
widow named Cleveland. She had ‘ia 
great idea of the value of the particu- 
lar piece of property through which 
the belt line would have to pass. She 
wanted a big price for the property, 
and the company refused to pay it. 
The matter, was taken into the courts 
on an injunction by Mrs. Cleveland, 
and work on the belt line stopped sud- 
denly. 

Vhe enormous steel plant was there 
reiudy to commence as soon as the iron 
ras brought down from the mines, But 
iron. The Kirkland 
company assured its friends that the 
matter would be settled in a ‘short 
time, and did all sorts of things to 
bolster up the becom they had started. 


A lot of lime was shipped across the. 


lake, which was to be used in manu- 
facturing the steel as soon as as the 
ore arrived. This same Ime was 
ground up a few years ago and sold to 
the contractor who paved Front street 
for the city of Seattle. Then came the 
financial depression and Kirkland’s 
doom was sealed. 

No more money could be secured to 
complete the railroad or carry out the 
other schemes of the company. The 
north-canal matter was sidetracked in 
Congress, and when that hope failed 
people gave Kirkland up as a bad job. 
The town died suddenly, but none the 
iess surely. Its citizens moved away 
almost in a day. Houses costing thou- 
sands of dollars were left unfinished. 
Brick buildings that had been com- 


pleted all except the windows were left. 


unfinished. Others which had been 
built still carry the sign “for rent” in 
the windows. 

Kirkland presents a Goleful picture 
just now. There is an emptyness, a 
loneliness about the place that is ter- 
rible. Some 200 people still live there, 
earing a living by working in the 
woolen mill, the only Kirkland indus- 
try that ever turned a wheel, or by 
cutting wood. A few months ago the 
machinery of the big steel plant was 
moved away to be used in booming an- 
other town. 

The remarkable point about the 
Kirkland boom was that the lots were 
never sold by the men who bought 
them from the company. The buyers 
were all friends of the moneyed men 
who backed the scheme. Second buy- 
ers did not appear. For this reason 
the Kirkland company is not generally 
supposed to be a loser in the deal, but 
there is no doubt that the friends of 
the backers lost thousands. of dollars. 
Lots in Kirkland are now “dirt” cheap, 
with no purchasers in sight. 

Kirkland was born in a minute, lived 
only a few short months, and died as 
quickly. 

The story of Secretary Alger's con- 
nection with the Kirkland boomers and 
of his Seattle investments is an inter- 
esting tale. In 1890 a fine-appearing, 
cultivated young man named William 
E. Bailey arrived in Seattle and at 
once began cutting a wide swath. 

His chief recommendation was that 
he was the affianced husband of Sec- 
retary Alger’s daughter. He was put 
up at the club, wined and dined by the 
nabobs of the town, and shown many 
avenues in which investments would 
bring in handsome profits. He took 
note of all these things, and a few 
months later, when he returned to the 
Fast to get married, he laid his plans 
before his millionaire father-in-law, 
whom he succeeded in interesting. 

On his return to Seattle he entered 
into negotiations for the purchase of 
property at Kirkland, built the hand- 
some Bailey Block, bought the Even- 
ine Times, and for a time vied with L. 
S. J. Hunt if being the leading light 
of the place. He gave the most elabo- 
rate social functions, banqueted ‘and 
dined his friends at the club, leaving 
behind him a path of dazzling mem- 
ories. 

It was doubtless upon his recom- 
mendation that Gen. Alger was in- 
duced ‘% put his faith and his monef 
4in the m town. When the crash 
came young Mr. Bailey found it con- 
venient to take up hfé-residence in the 
Bast, where Aq dea ever since. -

| DICTIONARY DE CISION, 


SEVEN MORE ALLEGED VAGRANTS 
‘PROFIT BY IT. 


Prosecution of Persons Engaging in 
Uniawfal Occupations Rendered 
Useless by Justice Owens—Chief 
Glass Surprised, 


The celebrated dictionary decision 
of Justice M. T. Owens has enabicd 
seven more persons—one male and s!x 
females—charged with the crime of 
vagrancy to wiggle out of the meshes 
of the law. 


AS was to be expected, the accus¢d 
parties were not slow to avail them- 


able jurist, whose lexicon contains no 
such word as vagrant, as applied to 
idle-and dissolute persons, who. in- 
habit houses of ill-fame, and roam the 
Streets at late and unusual hours of 
the night seeking whom they may de- 
vour. 

The summary dismissal of seven 
vagrancy complaints was’ precipiiated 
yesterday morning through the stress 
of C. Vandeventer, who was convicted 
by a@ jury, on the night pevious, of 
the charge of keeping a house of as- 
and prostitution. 

Vandeventer was to have beén sen- 
tenced yesterday morning, but his at- 
torneys asked for a continuance till 
December 22, to allow time for. the 
preparation of papers on a motion for. 
appeal. The request was granted, but 
the defendant was required to put up 
$100 cash bail, instead of the $25 
previously exacted of him. Now, it 
happened’ ihat Vandeventer haa on 
deposit in Justice Owens’s court $100 
cash as bail for two inmates of his 
castle, Maud Wood and Carrie John- 
son, who had been arrested on the 
charge of vagrancy. Not wishing to 
get any more of h!s money tied up 
in court, Vandeventer decided to with- 
draw as bailor for the Wood and 
Johnson women, 

Attorney Allender, representing Van- 
deventer, and also the two women, 
accordingly appeared before Justice 
Owens and stated that the person who 
had furnished the .bail money de- 
sired to take it down, and he had 
therefore ‘brought in the two women 
to surrender them to the custody of 
the court. 

Justice Owens suggested that before 
making any new arrangements in re- 
gard to bail, it might be well for the 
attorney to see Deputy District At- 
torney Chamibers, as the court under- 
stocd that Mr. Chambers did not wish 
to take up the time of the court with 
‘the prosecution of these. cases, which 
were identical with the one dis- 
missed after a full hearing a few 
days ago. Mr. Allender flew to the 
Deputy District Attorney’s office with 
an alaovity that showed that he knew 
how to take a hint, and~ returned 
presently with a note from Mr. Cham- 
bers, stating that he would not op- 
pose the dismissal of. the complaints. 
Entry was made accordingly on the 
docket, the prisoners were discharzed 
and Vandeventer’s $100 returned to 
him. The latter immediately derosited 
the money with the clerk in Justice 
Morrison’s court, as bail in his own 
case, pending appeal to the Superior 
Court. 

This did not end the morning’s inci- 
dents, for the Woed and Johnsen fe- 
males had not left Justite Owens's 
court before Jud R. Rush, Esq., rep- 
resenting defendants. Josic Edwards, 
Maud Thompson, 
Billy White, appeared cn the srene 
and presented a.request, indorsed by. 
Mr. Chambers, that ‘his clients be dis- 
charged, also. .The same entry was 
made as in thé other, cases,,.and. the 
bail money the defendants re- 
funded to the owners. 

Five similar cases are vending, all 


of the Deputy District Attornev. Mr. 
Chambers stated yesterday that.it was 
useless to try any of. these cases, in 
view of Justice Owens's decision in the 
Goldoz case, Mr...Chambers, ‘with ail 
deference tothe wisdom of the court, 
expressed the opinion that Justice 
Owens had strained a point in his 
definition of the word “wander.” 

“Justice Austin used to make such 
vagrancy. complaints stick when he oc- 
cupied the bench,’ continued = Mr. 
Chambers, “and some time*ago. Ro- 
cerder Rossiter of Pasadena, sitting 
for Justice Owens, rendered a verdict 
of guilty in a case that did not differ 
in the least from these. But it is 
useless to try for any more convictions 
under the ruling made’ by Justice 
Owens.” 

“Is there no way,.then, to suppress 
street-walking, Mr. Chambers?” - 

“Yes. The girls can be prosecuted 
for soliciting. That is, of course, if 
proof is not lacking. That is about 
the only effective form of complaint 
left to us. but it is hard to get proof 
in such cases, as the women soon 
learn to know the officers and. steer 
clear of them, and it is seldom that 
a plain citizen who is avnproached by 
~ seductive female, will inform on 

er,” 

Chief of Police Glass, in comment- 
ing on the dictionary decision. said 
he could not understand how Justice 
Owens arrived at his conclusions. 
“But, without questioning the motives 
of the Judge, that is in line with his 
judgment in the bunco cases. We 
cannot convict the gamblers and 
bunco men under the vagrancy act, 
because the court tells us that we 
must prove that they wander about 
from one town to another. Now. we 
cannot go outside the city. We cannot 
follow these men from place to place 
io prove they are vagrants. It oveht 
to be enough if we show what their 
habits are here at home,” said the 
Chief in substance. 

The Chief intimated that, although 
the vagrancy law was intended. to 
provide a means of punishing per- 
sons who engage in unlawful occupa- 
‘ions, the rulings of the courts make it 
a dead letter. 


WOULDN’T PAY HIS FARE. 


The Police Judge Charged More 
Than the Conductor. : 


A north-bound electric car stopped in 
front of the East Side Police Station 
yesterday and the conductor requested 
Sergt. McKeag to remove a drunken 
passenger who refused to pay his fare. 
The man made stout resistance and it 
required some rough handling to get 
him into a cell. He was later removed 
to the Central Station in the patrol 
wagon, and arraigned in the Police 
Court on the charge of drunkenness. 
He gave the name of Charles Honey- 
well and pleaded not guilty. He said 
he had not drunk anything for eight 


“IT am a very sick man and have been 
taking tablets for catarrh of the bow- 
els,”” continued the prisoner. “This 
morning I boarded a University carat 
Aliso street and told the conductor to 
let me off near Seventh street. He 
carried me past and I refused to pay 
my fare unless he hauled me back. 
That’s why, he accused me of béing 
drunk and called a policeman to bounce 
me off the car.” 

Honeywell said he was well ac- 
quainted in Les Angeles and familiar 
with the names of the streets, but could 
not: explain how he could board a.

ROCK FUR SAN PEDRO, 


QUALITIES AND LOCATIONS UNDER. 
CONSIDERATION. 


San Clemente and Santa Catalina 
Istands Visited by Experts and 
Samples Secured—Difference in 
the Cost of Transportation fro 
the Two Islands. 


Last Thursday Maj. W. H. Huer, 
U.S.A., member of the’corps of engi- 
neers, with headquarters at San Fran- 
cisco, and J. C. Bull, Jr., of Arcata, 
Or., chartered the Wilmington Trans- 
portation Company’s steamer Warrior 
and went to San Clemente Island to 
examine and, procure samples of the 
rock there. 

Mr. Bull is at present engaged in 
constructing the breakwater over the 
bar at the entrance to Humboldt Bay, 
the completion of which will require 
two years. He expects to put in a bid 
for the construction of the San Petro 
Harbor. 

In conversation Thursday night at the 
Metropole shortly after the two gen- 
tlemen arrived from San Ciemente, 
Maj, Huer said: 

“We made two landings at Clemenie, 
one.at Gallagher’s Landing, and one 
at a -point two miles beyond. Like 
Catalina, you can land any place on 
the lee side of the island. We found 
the rock better than we expected, and 
while we have made no test, I think 
it is heavier than the Catalina rock. 

‘We have just figured up the addi- 
tional expense of shipping: reck from 
Clemente over that taken from _ the 
quarry on this island, and estimate it 
cent a ten more, figure 


1500 or 2000-ton barge’ from this q ¥ 
to the breakwater, and eleven hours 
from Clemente. The law requires the 
hauling -to be done by daylight, and 
only one load could be hauled a day. 
The men will all be paid by the month, 
and the only additional expense will 
be the coal consumed in the longer haul 
of fifty-two miles. 

“The working plant will cost $200,C00; 
in fact, I think the board of engineers 
who estimated the cost figured on 20 
cents a ton, or $400,000 for cost of pliant. 
Four big barges will have to be built, 
a powerful tug secured, houses erected 
for the workmen. Steam drills: and 
blacksmith shops will be necessary and 
meny,other things before the work 
proper can begin. 

“Whether the stone will be taken 
from Catalina or Clemente depends on 
the royalty charged the successful bid- 
der by the Banning Company. The 
government of course will make no 
charge for the rock taken from Cle- 
mente.” 

When asked as to the prospect of a 


railroad securing the contract, Maj. 
Huer said: 
“Poor’s Railroad Manual, which is 


authority on such matters, gives the 
average cost of hauling freight on all 
the roads in the country a2 one-half 
cent a ton per mile, while the cost by 
water is one-eighth cent. There is no 
suitable rock within ninety or 100 
miles of San Pedro, which would make 
the cost of hauling it about 50 cents a 
ton.”’ 

There will probably be a difference of 
opinion as to the relative cost of trans- 
portation between Clemente and San 
Pedro and Catalina and that port. By 
close. measurement on the Coast and 
Geodetic chart, the Catalina quarry is 
twenty and one-half statute miles from 
the proposed breakwater, while the 
nearest point on Clemente is fiftv-two 
miles. If. according to Maj. Huer'’s 
hypothesis, it takes seven hours to tow 
a barge the twenty and one-holf miles 
from Catalina quarry to San Pedro, it 
will require over seventeen hours to 
cover the fifty-two miles from Cle- 
mente.

Bpecial Election Ordered in the 


Seventh Ward to Elect a Suc- 
cessor for J. F. Adams-—E. T. 
Hughes Makes an Explanation. 
Asphalt Tests. 


Without a dissenting vote, without 
even a discussion, the City Council has 
suspended from office Walter L. Webb, 
the ex-boss of the Board of Education. 
This summary action was taken yes- 
terday morning in adjourned special 
session. A throng of Webb’s support- 
ers crowded the lobby, but none ven- 
tured to speak in his behalf. 

The first matter under consideration 
was the adoption of an ordinance call- 
ing a special election in the Seventh 


-Ward to fill the school-board vacancy 


caused by Adams’s resignation. An 
ordinance was adopted fixing the 


date of the election as Thursday, Feb-. 


ruary 10, 1898. There are eleven voting 
places in the ward and eight election 
officers to each place. Councilman 
Ashman, in whose ward the election 
will occur, had passed a sleepless night, 
for on him devolved the distribution of 
the chief part cf these % jobs. The 
task had been accomplished, however, 
and there was no delay or opposition 
when the ordinance was put upon its 


passage. 

Later in the day a grave question 
arose as to the legality of this pro- 
ceeding. It seems that the time fixed 
for the election will not be long enough 
to allow a compliance with the new 
primary-election law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature. This law 
in terms applies to all elections of city 
officials and it provides that sixty days 
must elapse between the passage of the 
election ordinance and the holding of 
the election. It is, therefore, probable 
that the Council will on Monday re- 
scind the action taken and pass a new 
ordinance fixing the time of the elec- 
tion at a later date. a 

The next business before the Council 
was the consideration of the following 


resolution:

HIS LIFE IS AT STAKE, 


FRANK D. CRANDALL ON TRIAL 
FOR THE MURDER OF BOWMAN. 


The Defendant’s Attorney Fights 

for More Time Without Success. 

“ Attorney Conkling Refuses to 

Serve With Attorney Shinn in 
Defending Crandall, 


The trial of Frank D. Crandall for 
the murder of Jack Bowman at 
Ballona, September 14, was begun in 


Department One of the Superior 
Court yesterday afternoon. The case 
was called up at 10 a.m., but was 


continued till 2 p.m. on account of a 
motion by Attorney W. A. Shinn, who 
represents the defendant. Shinn pre- 
sented a long affidavit in support of 
his motion, representing that one of. 
the most important witnesses, Lillie 
Bartlett, was lying upon her sick bed 
at the County Hospital, and would be 
unable to appear in court for several 
days. Shinn also stated that he had 
been deserted by M. W. Conkling, 
Esq., associate counsel for the de- 
fense, at the eleventh hour. He had 
not paid sufficient attention to the 
case to enable him to proceed and do 
justice to his client. 

Judge Smith declined to continue the 
case unless positively necessary, and 
ordered an adjournment till 2 o'clock 
in order to loék ‘into the merits of 
Shinn’s motion. 

In the afternoon it was announced 
that Mrs. Bartlett would be able to 
be in the courtroom to testify, when 
her turn to take the witness-stand 
came. Shinn evidently expected such 
a result, and had,during adjournment. 
prepared an amended affidavit for a 
continuance, which he proceeded to 
unravel to the court. Judge Smith, 
thought the amendment out of order, 
and in bad taste, and promptly over- 
ruled . it. 

“Proceed to trial, gentlemen,” he 
commanded, with a show of severity, 
after persistent efforts on the part of 
Shinn to push through his amend- 
ment. 

About this time, Mr. Conkling 
walked into the courtroom. He was 
called upon to explain his action in 
withdrawing from the case almost at 
the hour of its going to trial. Mr. 
Conkling procepded to explain. that 
be had notified Shinn over a week ago 


that he would not appear with him as /

The time of the 
court is too valuable to allow any 
delays over petty issues or trivial mat- 
ters of convenience.” 

The jury box was filled at 9:30 
o’clock, and adjournment taken to 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The tragedy which resulted in Cran- 
dall being held for the murder of 
Bowman, seems to have been precipi- 
tated by a quarrel between the prin- 
cipals. The story of the affair, as 
brought out at the preliminary ex- 
amination, is that a party of four. 
consisting of Bowman and wife and 
Crandall and his. mistress, went to 
Ballona to spend a few days. They 
took up quarters in a cabin near the 
beach. Crandall and Bowman  be- 
came engaged in a quarrel over some 
trivial business affairs outside the 
cabin. In the course of,the alterca- 
tion, Bowman, it is said, threatened 
Crandall, who drew his revolver and 
fired. Four shots were fired, the last 
one taking fatal effect. 

The trial will take up at least four 
days’ time, the attorneys agreeing to 
close on Wednesday next. The State 
is represented by Deputy District At- 
torneys McComas and James. 


LUTGE’S EXAMINATION. 


An Interesting Turn in the Al- 
ledged Robbery Case. 

Tt was an interesting story that was 
told by the witnesses at the prelimi- 
nary examination of Contraetor Theo- 
dore Lutge in Justice Young’s court yes- 
terday. Although the examination was 
begun early in. the forenoon, only 
about one-half of the evidence was in 
at the hour for evening adjournment, 
and the case will come up again at 2 
p.m, today. 

Lutge received the contract to build 
the new High School building at Long 
Beach several months ago. On the 7th 
inst. he drew about $2500 from the 
school trustees in partial payment of 
the contract price. . Lutge was in- 
debted to local firms for material, the 
Union Sheet Metal Works of this city 


having a claim against him amounting 


to nearly $1600. On the day he cashed 
his warrant from the school trustees, 
he says, ke deposited it in a small tin 
box at his home at No. 2000 East First 
street, and that night he was robbed of 
money, box and all. He reported the 
alleged robbery to the police, represent- 
ing that the burglars had cut through 
one of the screen doors and secured the 
treasure while he was temporarily ab- 
sent from the room. The story was re- 
ceived with considerable doubt, espe- 
cially by his creditors, and onthe fol- 
lowing day Lutge was arrested and 
charged with high misdemeanor. 

The main witness yesterday was 
George E. Specht, who swore out the 
warrant of arrest. 

“Our house had a big claim against 
Lutge,” Specht testified, “and we were 
anxious to get our money. I had had 
conversations with Lutge before the 
warrants were issued, and he promised 
to pay our claim as soon as he drew 
the money. On the day set for the 
payment I went out to Lutge’s house 
and asked him for the money which, I 
had previously learned, had been paid 
him. He flew into a passion and said: 

“*What do you mean by coming to 
my house and dunning me in this man- 
ner? 

“] replied that the firm needed the 
meney. At any rate he had promised 
to pay it that day. Lutge replied that 
he would not pay me the full amount 


in passing the 100,000 mark. 


of the claim. He offered me a check 
for $1000, which I accepted, and agreed 
to deposit a sufficient amount of money 
in the bank to cover it that after- 
noon.” 

The check was deposited with the 
bank; and frequent calls made to as- 
centain if the money had becn depos- 
ited, without satisfaction. | 
. “I met Lutge im front of a down- 
town saloon at 4:30 o’clock that after- 
noon,” the witness continued, ‘and 
asked him why he had not deposited 
the money to cover the check. He ex- 
plained that there was a $200 judg- 
ment hanging over him, and that if he 
deposited the money in the bank it 
might be attached. J. F. Adams, the 
ex-school director, he said, had ad- 
vised him to hold the money out of the 
bank until the following morning. 
Lutge said he had a strong iron box at 
home in which he had frequently kept 
large sums of money.” 

Mr. Specht then recollected a further 
conversation concerning the $200 judg- 
ment,- and was told to tell whatever 
he knew about it. 

“Well, he told me he was afraid the 
fellows holding it might come down 


upon him if he deposited any money in. 


the bank,” said ‘the witness. ‘‘Then 
he told me he had fixed up a scheme 
by which he would fool the fellows, 
and they would never be able to get a 
cent from him. ‘The scheme is a good 
one,’ Lutge said. ‘It will be just like 
finding $200.’ 

“The next morning I came down- 
town and found Lutge standing in front 
of the same saloon. I asked him if he 
had deposited the money yet, and he 
said, ‘No; I'll have to make some ar- 
rangements first. I was robbed last 
night and will have to see my bonds- 
men and raise some money so that I 
can fix this thing up.’ Lutge then told 
me the story about the money being 
placed in a box along with some jew- 


elry and other valuables before he re-, 


tired, and that the next morning it 


was gone.” 
Th appear to be many discrep- 
ancies in the statements of Lutge, 


judging from the testimony of wit- 


nesses to whom he talked concerning | 


the alleged robbery. He represented 
that he had left $300 in his trousers’ 
pocket, which was not taken by the 
thieves. From the testimony yester- 
day it appears that he paid out, in 
small amounts, much nftore than the 
sum he says he had saved from the 
burglars. 


BECOMING SERIOUS. 


Possible Results of the Suit to Oust 
Police Judge Owens, 

An amended petition in the case of 
Ah Louie against M. T. Owens, City 
Justice of the Peace, was filed by Ah 
Loule’s attorneys yesterday  after- 
noon. The amendment places a 
more serious aspect upon matters, for, 
if the contentions made should be 
sustained by the courts, not only will 
Justice Owerls and his associate, Jus- 
tice Morrison, be put out of office, 
but the legality of all their official 
acts will. be laid open to attack. Fol- 
lowing out this conclusion every pris- 
oner doing sentence in the City Jail 
may be released, as well as those in 
the penitentiaries whose preliminary 
examinations were held in the local 
police courts, Arguments on the peti- 
tion will be heard before Judge Clark 
in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, January 7. 

Ah Louie was arrested August 3 
last, on a complaint charging him with 
a misdemeanor. His attorneys set up 
the defense that Justice Owens was 
not a legally qualified officer, and, 
therefore, had no jurisdiction or au- 
thority to try the case. The conten- 
tion was based upon the representa- 
tion that Los Angeles was no longer a 
city of the second class, as -proved 
by the Federal census taken to ascer- 
tain whether or not the city was 
entitled to increased postal facilities. 
The census was taken last summer in 
accordance with a statute passed by 
the Legislature of 1897, showing a 
population of 100,000. Under the pro- 
visions of the - Whitney Act, Ah 
Louie’s attorneys hold, Los Angeles 
passed into a city of the first class 
In cities 
of the first class no provision for po- 
lice judges is made. attorneys 


for the other side contend, however, 
that the city cannot be reclassified 
the census in 
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was taken for a special purpose, and 
could not have a general application. 

In response to this, Ah Louie’s at- 
torneys refer to section 1 of an act 
of 1883, respecting the classification 
of cities, which provides that any 
Federal census taken after the pas- 
sage of the act, shall be the official 
census of the State. In refutation of 
the theory that only those census re- 
ports made by the government every 
ten years are alone official, a section 
of the statutes is quoted, which pro- 
vides that city councils ‘may, upon 
petition of one-fifth of the inhabitants 
of the city, pass an ordinance calling 
for a census. If the returns indicate 
that the: population has increased or 
diminished .beyond the classification 
limitations, the municipality must be 
rated in the class in which it be- 
longs. 

The same questions of law raised by 
Ah Louie’s attorneys have been acted 
upon‘in Stockton and Oakland, and 
decided in favor of Ah Louie’s views.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Juries—Otro Dia. 


DOWNEY, Dec. 17.—[To the Editor 
of the Times:] My letter in last Sun- 
day’s Times, relating to juries, seems 
to have touched a popular chord with 
the people. I am in receipt of several 
letters from, different parts of the 
county, from people who have read the 
article referred to, commending the let- 
ter in flattering terms. A total stranger 
writes that in his district, where 300 
votes are polled, all the jurors for 
seven years have been taken from two 
families and a general. roar in that 
district is the result. Interviewing a 
juror recently, who has spent a part 
of each year for the past three years, 
on term trial jury in Los Angeles, I 
asked him how he came to be on jury 
duty a part of every year. The only 
answer he gave was that persons accuse 
tomed to jury serving were more cer- 
tain to reach a verdict than those who 
are new in the business. He stated this 
frankly, regardless of the fact that the 
records show that hung jurors are al- 
most the rule and not an exception. I 
then asked him if it was not a fact 
that he or some one for him did not 
request that his name be kept in the 
jury box, that he might be drawn again 
soon, he evaded. the question and 
walked away. 

There are numbers of men who use 
every effort to avoid jury duty, and a 
vast majority who like the job and are 
happy. when the Deputy Sheriff calls 
and hands the man cordial invitation to 
come up to the Courthouse and help 
the court run things for three months. 

There are some reasons why they like 
it, and I will explain. First, the county 
pays them $2 per day, and 20 cents a 
mile for one trip a week at least, and a 
man using the same business methods 
he practices in other affairs will easily 
clear $1.50 a day. Then he has an 
easy time and gets a rest. Second, he 
has an oportunity to see the sights

WHY _LOS ANGELES ASPHALT IS 
| BARRED BY THE CITY. 


It Makes First-class Pavement, but 
Contractors are Forbidden to 
Use It—A Peculiar Deal at the 
City Hall, 


Ever since the wrangle over the 
Main-street paving job the local man- 
ufacturers of bituminous paving ma- 
terial have been endeavoring to ascer- 
tain why the local product is not ad- 
missible under the specifications that 


-‘Wwere drawn by Prof. Price, Engineer 


Dockweiler and the agent of the Alca- 
traz Asphalt Company. These speci- 
fications prescribe the use of ‘‘naitural’”’ 
asphalt, and exclude “artificial” prod- 


ucts. of petroleum, and it is held by the }. 


City Pngineer that the terms exclude 
the use of bitumen derived from crude 
oil, although the process of obtaining 
the product is no more artificial than 
the process of extracting impurities 
and undesirable matter from rock as- 
phalt. ‘ 

The Board of Public Works and the 
Council have been urged to investigate 
the matter and definitely determine 
whether the local eproduct is suitable 
for paving and admissible under the 
specifications, but no action has been 
taken, and the City Engineer has re- 
cently become so distrustful of his own 
ability to prepare paving specifications 
that he deems it necessary to go to 
Wiashington for further information. 
Until very recently he was perfectly 
competent to pass upon the quality of 
paving material, and_ specifications 
drawn by him have been in force and 
are yet deemed good enough to govern 
contracts on small paving jobs. It is 
notable and significant, however, that 
specifications permitting the use of 
pure bitumen in the manufacture of 
paving cement are not deemed good 


enough for the two large jobs about to 


be done on Main street and Spring 
street. The petition for paving says 
the work shall be done “under city 
specifications,’ but the City Engineer 
declares that his construction of the 
phrase “city specifications’’ excludes 
the material produced by. Los Angeles 
manufacturers. 

It is doubtful if his construction 
would be upheld by a court, but as 
contractors are wary of lawsuits they 
do not, care to take amy chances of re- 
jection of their work, and therefore 
would not attempt to use so-called ‘‘ar- 
tificial” asphalt, even though they 
Knew it would make better paving and 
would meet every requirement of the 
contracts. 

The manufacturers of bitumen are 
not paving contractors, and do not lay 
a foot of pavement, but they assert 
that thei¢e product makes a perfect 
cement when properly treated, and nat- 
urally they wish to sell it to contrac- 
tors. It is a home product, and its 
manufacture and use gives employ- 
ment to many persons in the city. AS 
a local industry, the manufacture of 
bitumen from the crude oil obtained 
from Los Angeles wells is entitled, 
they claim, to recognition and fair 


treatment if not encouragement by the 


municipal government. This, the oil 
men say, it has not received, and they 
make statements réspecting the atti- 
tude and declarations of members of 
the Council and municipal officers that, 
if true, are calculatted to arouse a sus- 
picion that some influence not compat- 
ible with public interests is potent in 
the City Hall.. 

Most persons, including probably the 
members of the Board of Public Works, 
know very little about asphalt, and 
therefore it has been easy to make it 


appear that there is some deep, dark | 


chemical mystery involved in the pro- 
duction of paving cement, and that 
only a chemist can distinguish between 
good and poor paving. The whole sub- 


ject is enveloped in a fog of ‘‘analyses,”’ 


“nercéntages” and chemical terms that 
sound profoundly scientific, and the 
Board of Public Works has been per- 
suaded that a lot of elaborate ‘‘tests”’ 
are necessary to enable the City Engi-. 
neer to select paving material. 

The manufacturers of asphalt and 
the paving contractors suggested some 
time ago that the practical test of the 
quality of asphalt is actual use in 
paving, and they asked that pavement 
laid with the local product be exam- 
ined and inspected by persons qualified 
to pass upon its condition. That test 
seems to be too.simple to suit ‘the an- 
alytical chemists of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, however, and the local man- 
ufacturers have been laughed at for 
supposing that the real purpose of all 
the dawdling is anything other than 
delay in order to give the big jobs to 
certain contractors. 

In fact, one of the men interested in 
the manufacture of asphalt from crude 
oil asserts that the representative of 
the Alcatraz company told him that he 
could have “‘been in the deal’’—in other 
words, that the local product would 
have been declared suitable for paving 
—had he been willing to ‘put up” or 
“stand in.”’ If his statement is true, it 
is pretty good ground for suspicion that 
a job has been put up, and that the 
city’s interests are not the only inter- 
ests being promoted by gill this chemi- 
cal fiddle-faddle. 

The facts are that the local product 
has been used in paving and has stood 
the severest tests of wear and hard 
usage. Fifth street from Los Angeles 
to San Pedro was paved three years 
ago, between the rails with asphalt 
manufactured in Los Angeles, and the 
pavement is in perfect condition. There 
is not a hole nor a break in it any- 
where, and it has stood the test of 
the heaviest traffic. 

In March, 1895, the space in front of 
the express office at the Arcade depot 
was paved with Los Angeles asphalt, 
laid upon the ground without any con- 
crete foundation. Express wagons 
turn, back and twist upon this pave- 


‘ ment, subjecting it. to harder usage 


than any street pavement gets, and 
yet the pavement is today in perfect 
condition. 

In July, 1895, the Davies warehouse 
was paved with the same material, 40,- 
000 square feet being laid. All sorts 
of heavy merchandise are stored in the 
warthouse. Iron pipe, nail kegs, bales 
of barbed wire, etc., are thrown upon 
the floor without special care, and ag- 
ricultural machines—mowers, cultiva- 
tors, harrows, etc., are trundled over 
the pavement and left standing in one 
place for months. No street could pos- 
sibly be abused as is the floor of the 
warehouse, and yet the pavement is 
all right today. 

The crosswalk that leads to the en- 
trance of the Santa Fé station was 
laid in July, 1895, the material used 
being the so-called ‘artificial’ asphalt. 
It was laid upon the dirt, without any 
concrete foundation, and it crosses a 
dirt road. For two years and a half 
wagons have bumped up against the 
edge and over this crosswalk, and they 
have not made a break in it. 

Hundreds of crosswalks have been 
laid with the asphalt that Engineer 
Dockweiler excludes from specification 
“95 A,” and all cf them are wearing 
well. Wells-Fargo & Co., the railroad 
people ana all others who have used 
this material in private work, give 
it their unqualified approyal, and there 


. js no pretense that it does not make 
absolutely first-class pavement. 


It is 
used by the city in repair work and is 
good enough for any use, apparently, 
except the paving of Main and Spring 


' gtreets, and it would have been good 


enough for that had the manufacturers 
“stood in’’ with the asphalt bosses. 
The manufacturers argue that if the 
local product is discredited at home by 
exclusion from use in city work, it 
is useless to attempt to sell it in 
other cities, and therefore, an industry 
that might become an important factor 
in the development of the’rescurces of 
Los Angeles, will be discouraged and 
practically destroyed, |

SYSTEM OF “DOLLAR CHECKS.” 
The system known in London as the 
Cheque Bank, Change System is about 
to be tried in New York. In London 
the cheques are ‘drawn in. sterling 
money and are used by travelers and 
remitters all over the world, and their 
availability has been so Well demons 


strated that the idéa ofissuing ch*ques 


in the same way in dollars is going to 
be put into practice by the New York 
‘agency of the Cheque Bank of London, 
The purchaser buys a book of these 
cheques in blank form in any of the 
following denominations: $2, $5, $10, $25, 
$50, $100, $260. In making. a payment 
or remittance he fills the Cheque out 
for an amount not exceeding the 
printed face value of the cheque. The 
purchaser is also furnished with o cer- 
tificate of purchase bearing his signa- 
ture for the purpose of identification 
when necessary. The amount for which 
the cheque is drawn cannot be raised, 
as it would necessitate the printing 
and making of the cheque in its en- 
tirety. The American Banker, New 
York, in speaking of this system, says: 
“The purchaser possesses a cheque 
Which is his own private cheque and 
Which is a certified obligation of the 
Cheque Bank, payable by banks, shops, 
hotels, railroads, etc., throuchout the 


country, and ultimately by the bank 
at New York.’ The same journal pro- 
nounces them an improvemen: on 


money orders or on private cheques. 


RAILROAD EARNINGS. The “‘pub- 
Nshed reports of railroad earnings for 
the quarter ended September 30, last. 
show a very remarkable increase over 
the corresponding period of previous 
years. Hight roads are cited: The Bur- 
lington, Pennsylvania, Southern Pa- 
cific, Sania Fé, Tllinois Central. Can- 
@dian Pacific, Union Pacific, and Erie, 
and it is shown that the increase of 
earnings of these eight roads for the 
quarter ended September 30, 1897, over 
the corresponding quarter of last year 
Ware $12.291.268.

COMMERCIAL. 
CALIFORNIA FRUIT IN LONDON. 
After many determined efforts Califor- 
nia shippers have been able to lay 
down pears in London in fine condition. 
The London Fruit-Grower, speaking of 
the fact in a late issue, says: “As 
might be expected, the Glout Morceau 
pears have made the highest prices 
compared with the kinds coming in. 
Prices ruled as follows: Glout Mor- 
ceaus, 19s to 2ls per box: White Doy- 
enne, 13s to 15s; Winter Nellis, 12s to 
lbs, The Beurre Clairgeau made from 
4S to 8s 6d per half box, and the 
Easter Beurres, the same.

WINES AND BRANDIES. Accord- 
ing to the San Francisco Wine and 
Spirit Gazette, letters have been re- 
ceived from London to the effect that 
California wines and brandies are be- 
coming more popular in Great Britain. 
The letters siate one reason for this is 
that the wines are found to be good 
and the prices reasonable. A small 
bottle of good claret or white wine is 
sold for a shilling (25 cents.) 


. WOOL AND CLOTHING. Speaking 
of the increased prices now paid for 
American wool, the Wool Record says 
the price of clothing has not advanced 
in a similar ratio. Woo] now worth 
15 cents, and shrinking 60 per cent. is 
taken as the basis of the calculation. 
It says: “A suit of clothes requiring 
for its manufacture’ seven pounds 
scoured or seventeen and a half 
pounds in the grease would be unusu- 
ally heavy: but the additional outlay 
for the wool necessary to make this 
suit would be only $1 more at present 
than under the free-trade conditions 
of last year. It is readily seen, there- 
fore, t} it under present tariff condi- 
tions, t Wwool-grower reaps a decided 
benefit, while the consumer is not seri- 
ously inconvenienced by the difference 
in the price of his clothing. These 
figures regarding the prices of cloth- 
ing are based upon the Supposition tha 
clothing has advanced in Price, bu 
other factors have been at Work, and 
the fact is, it may be purchased as 
cheap now as under the former tariff.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

INCREASED EXPORTS. Under 
the heading, “That Chinese Wall,” the 
Chicago Inter Ocean prints some fig- 
ures that will come as a surprise 1 
those people who labored under. the 
belief that a protective tariff would 
mean the building up of a Chinese 
wall around the United States, pre- 
Venting the exportation of American 
materials and manufactures to other 


countries. The Inter Ocean Says: “In 
August and September, 1896. under the 
Wilson-Gorman monstrosity, our ex- 


ports to Belgium were worth $5,149,513: 
in the same months of 1897, they were 
Worth $11,089,540. In these two months 
of 1896 our exports to France were of 
the value of $6,929,631, and in 1897 thev 
counted as $14,250,437. Our exports ‘to 
all parts of the world stood at $107,- 
077.786 in August and September of 
1896, and at $131,446.363 for the like 
period of 1897." And thén it adds: 
“The Democrats told us that as soon 
as we bought less from foreign coun- 
tries we should sell less to them: and 


they spoke of the new tariff as a 
Chinese wall, designed to out 
trade. Weil, in round numbers, we 


bought less by $15,900.000 from foreign 
countries in August and September of 
this year than in the corresponding 
period of 1896, but we sold more ve 
foreign nations by considerably over 
$24,000,000. These figures prompt the 
question, ‘How about the Chinese 
wall?’”’

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dee. 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say in its issue 
tomorrow that close to its: annual heliday 
and halt, the business of the year is surpris- 
ingly large. Payments through banks are 
again 2.5 per cent. larger than in 1892. hore- 
tofore the year of greatest prosperity: the 
production of iron and woolen goods, boots 
and shoes is larger than ever before: exporis 
eclipse all past records, and failures for two 
weeks have been the smallest for correspond- 
ing woeks in five years. The treasury re- 
ceipts show a steady increase for the first 
half of December over previcus months, both 
in customs and in internal revenue, and 
heavy payments to the government on Union 
Pacific account caused but slight stringency 
in money markets, with preparations for 
large cancellation of bonds. The most weighty 
news of the week is the rise of mereghandise 
exports in November to $116,630,290, the excess 
of exports in four menths being $229,212, 461, 
while in half of Decemiber the exports are 
neerly as large, and the imports, $2,500,000, 
smaller than last year, when the excess of 
exports was $55,205,366,. Probably all records 
were surpassed by /exports for this year, 
which have been $974,600,0C0 in 11 months, and 
the excess over imports in five months has 
probably exceeded $289,000,000. The output of

tracts for the season were placed, with sales 
of 10,00 tons steel rails at New York and 
the largest orders ever booked by the Illinois 
Steel Company, it is said, and unexpectedly 
heavy business in plates. Much buying also 
resulted from expectation of the wire consoli- 
dation, including 25,000 tons Bessemer and 50 
tons of billets at Pittsburgh. No reaction 
came in conper, and exports for the months 
are estimated at 10,000 tons, and tin plates 
slightly stronger. Wheat is just now the 
backbone of foreign relations, and Atlantic 
experts in two weeks have been 7,880,942 
bushels, against 5,413,677 last year, while re- 
ceipts rose to 12,606,122 bushels, against ¢,625,- 
$28 last year. The demand for woolen goods 
is increasing, and some mills are in the 
market providing for a greater production. 


The wool market is remarkably dull, sales at. 


the three large points being 15,207,100 pounds, 
against 18,100,100 last year; 17,199,110 in 1895, 
and 16,544,100 in 1892. Whileprices are said 
to be held with out change, manufacturers 
are hunting for bargains, and foreign wool in 
considerably quantity is coming this way. 
Failures for the week have heen 329 in the 
United States, against 387 last year, and 28 
in Canada, against 42 last year. 


Bradvtreet’s Review. 


- NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that a sensible quieting of de- 
mand in wholesale lines is reported as the 
holiday season and the annual stock-tak ng 
period approaches. Cliief among the favor- 
able features of the week has been en“rged 
inquiry at higher prices fcr stcel in various 
forms, accompanied by advance in the prices 
of forts mest affected. A correspondingly 
heavy business has developed in pig iron, and 
prices show but a slight shading in the face 
of the current immense producticn. The 
wheat market has been less feverish and 
prices are practically unchanged from a week 
azo while corn, oats and sugar are addi- 
tions to the list of the products showing ad- 
vances. At the East trade in wholesale lines 
is quiet, but retail trade has bern stimulated 
sufficienthy to allow of a fair record of busi- 
ness in seasonable lines. Notable among fav- 
orable features is the improved inquiry et 
higher prices for several kinds of steel, es- 
pecially billets and wire and nails. The ap- 
proach of the holiday season has induced 
freer realizing on cotton by planters and 
others at the South, and increased activity is 
noticeable in retail lines and among jobbers 
in seasonable goods. Collections ere slightly 
better in consequence, although the low price 
of the staple is a discouraging feature. Aside 
from the price depression in its chief 
products, the southern business situat'on pre- 
sentS many encouraging features, notable 
among there being the active demand and 
firm or higher prices fcr Louisiana sugars 
and rice, and leaf tobacco. Export trade on 
the Pacific is very heavy, and shipments cf 
wheat, cotten and lumber are of large vol- 
ume. Preparations for an immense Alaskan 
outfitting demand are being actively pushed. 
whiie seasonable trade holds its own. Wheat 
exports show a heavy falling-off from re- 
cently-preceding weeks, aggrerfating, as they 
do (flour included as wheat,) 4.604.399 bushels 
from both coasts of the United States, and 
St. Johns, N. B.,. against 6,266,159 bushels 
last week, and 4,222,714 bushels a year ago. 
Business failures show a rather smaller than 
usual ante-holiday total, ageregating 283, 
against 292 last week, and 359 in the week 
a year ago. Canadian failures this week num- 
bered 43, against 23 last week, 39 in the week 
a year ago, and 42 in 1895. 

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that strength, accompanied by ccnsider- 
able irnegularity, was shown in this week’s 
speculative movement.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket was more er less depressed all day, 
though final prices were considerably better 
than the lowest point for the day.

RUNAWAY HORSE PLAYS HAVOC 
WITH VEHICLES-AND FENCES. 


Resident—Shorter Road to Be 
Built to Los Augeles—Opening 
* of the Theatrical Season. 


PASADENA, Dec. 17.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Shortly after 5 o'clock this afternoon 
a@ lively runaway occurred in the heart of the 
city, resulting fortunately in ‘the injury only 
of a couple of carriages. M. E. Wood was 
starting from the Union-street feed yards to 
go home, and just as he had taken hold of 
one of the reins the horse started, throwing 
him out, but not injuring him. The horse 
dashed out on Union street, where he col- 
lided with a little pony and cart driven by 
a small boy, and demolished the cart. He 
then swerved and went down a narrow alley 
at such a high rate of speed that he could 
not stop, and dashed into a board fence in 
the rear of the Brunswick Billiard Parlors 
with such force as to.throw himself and tear 
away a considerable portion of the fence. The 
animal then got onto his feet again and 
started off down an alley in the rear of Colo- 
rado street, striking a milk wagon, and br 
ing the rear axle of the carriage to ers 
was attached. This threw the animal fo 
second time, and before he could gain his 
feet he was captured by bystanders. Despite 
his wild run, the animal did not get out of a 
radius of 200 feet, his several turns each be- 
ing to the left, so he almost encircled the 


block. 
DEATH OF WILLIAM O. SWAN. 

William O. Swan, 76 years of age, died this 
afternoon of heart failure. Mr. Swan has 
been a resident of Pasadena since 1877, when 
he came here from Boston. Through all these 
years he has been a stauncn triend of Pasa-. 
dena. For the past ten years he has been a 
sufferer from asthma, but nothing serious 
was expected until last evening, when he 
summoned a physician. This morning his case 
was considered so serious that it was deemed 
adviable to notify his children, and those liv- 
fing in Pasadena were at his bedside at the 
time of death. Since the demise of his wife 
last April, Mr. Swan has been gradually de- 
clining. He was well known and highly re- 
spected. He leaves two sons and two daugh- 
ters, William O. Swan, Jr., of Sacramento; 
Charles W. Swan and Mrs. Anna S. Martin 
of Pasadena, and Mrs. Buttrick of Boston. 
The funeral arrangements have not been de- 
cided as yet. 

SHORT ROAD TO LOS ANGELES. 

Supervisor Woodward was in Pasadena this 
afternoon, and as a result of his visit a fran- 
chise will be granted to Campbell & John- 
ston to construct a bridge across ‘the Arroyo 
just south of Columbia street, on a street 
which is now being opened through the Clapp 
tract. The road will then be built sixty feet 
wide through the Campbell-Johnston tract, or, 
as it is more familiarly known to the older 
residents,’ the San Rafael ranch, by the 
Church of the Angels, thence to Garvanza and 
straight on to Los Angeles, via Pasadena ave- 
nue, This route is a mile shorter than any 
mow open between the two cities, 

The bridge is to cost $5000, and for a time, 
or until the county can afford to buy it, the 
new road will be a toll-road. Last spring the 
application was made to the Supervisors and 
was referred to the City Council of Pasadena 
to ascertain if the city had any objection, and 
the Council reported no objection. Since that 
time workmen have been grading and layins 
out a wide avenue on the San Rafael ranch, 
and tomorrow Supervisor Woodward says the 
permit will be granted for the bridge. 

This route was one of those discussed by 
the Boulevard Committee, but was, owing to 
the expense of constructing the bridge, not 
considered feasible.

Official Figures from the Sugar Fac- 
tory—Postofiice Robbed. 

CHINO, Dec. 17.—[Regular Correspondence. ] 
N. R. Cottman, manager of the sugar factory 
at Chino, has prepared the following figures 
for The Times, showing the great work ac- 
complished in the past few months. Among 
the commodities used at the ‘#ctory were 
98,742 tons beets, 16,000,000 pounds molasses, 
130,000 yards filter cloth, 8000 gallons lubri- 
cants, 94,000 barrels petroleum, 1400 tons coke, 
10,500 tons lime rock, 9000 tons burned lime, 
4000 filter bags, 235,000 jute sugar bags, 235,000 
cotton sugar bags, 15,000 pounds tallow, 36,000 
pounds acids, 6000 files, 1300 slicing knives, 
200 brooms, 2000 pounds twine, 1500 sugar bar- 
rels; $75,000 was spent for repairs and main- 
tenance of the plant since the last campaign. 
Following were the purchases of beets: 
Chino, $212,440; Anaheim, $29,900; Buena Park, 
$59,533; Benedict, $33,017; Ventura county, 

,390; points not included in above and out- 
side of Chino ranch, $19,720; total, $420,000. 

The pay roll for factory labor averaged 
about $1000 per day. There were no serious 
accidents, and the machinery worked remark- 
ably smoothly from the very start. Though 
the campaign lasted 153 days, 129 being the 
longest season. heretofore, very few men left 
before the end of the campaign, and almost 
all remained on duty until the last day, show- 
ing that they are becoming accustomed to 
the work, and that it is nct now trying upon 
them. A number of men will be kept cn for 
a. fortnight more to do all the cleaning up 
at once, and the plant will be ready to lay by 
about January 1. 

Manager N. R. Cottman announces that ar- 
rangements have been made for making De- 
cember 22 final pay day, instead of January 
22. This is done to enable the farmers to 
have their money before the holidays. On 
that date the payments will amount to about

ACHIEVEMENTS BY J. 8S. WILDE 
CAUSE MUCH COMMENT.

Two Mrs. Wildes Appear in Rands- 
berg—Vooks in Rad Shape—Lib- 
eral Sale of Shares — Laying 
Track Into Johannesburg—Dis- 
covery of Good Leads. 


RANDSBURG, Dec. 17. — [Regular Corre- 
spondehce.]. The absconding of James 8. 
Wilde, the secretary of the Randsburg Min- 
ing Company, Val Verde group, has been a 
sources of much speculation with mining men 
here ever since the first notice came out in 
The Times, nearly a week ago. It now ap- 
pears that, although Mrs. Burcham was 
elected assistant secretary November 16, yet 
Wilde was not displaced as secretary until a 
meeting held by the directors on December 6. 

The company was making no money, and 
did not feel as though they were able to 
stand the expense of a secretary outside their 
own number. Wilde received no salary after 
October 30, but was allowed to retain the 
books and papers of the office for the purpos®, 
according to his own request of posting them 
before turning 
He had the 


them over to the new secretary. 
stock book up to December 6. 

He had originally 75,000 shares of his own, 
but had placed 15,000 shares in England 
among friends some time ago. It ts supposed 
he had about fifty thousand shares shortly 
before his leave-taking. The officers of th». 
company here, President Burcham and Secre- 
tary Burcham, say he had no right cr author- 
ity to sell more than h's own shares. 

He left Los Angeles November 27, ostensibly 
to come to Randsburg, to the office of the 
company here, as the office is no longer kept 
open in Los Angeles. When he did not come 
inquiry was naturally made as to his where- 
abouts, but up to the present time he has 
not been located, although the officers are 
making, so they say, every effort to find him 
and bring him back to explain things, which 
now look crooked. 

When the books were finally sent here, alt 
except one stock book and the seal, they were 
and are in a bad shape.

She was only here a couple of days, and at 
the time Wilde was not here.

DAUDET’S DEATH. 


Additional Particulars the 
Figaro—All Resources Failed, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—The Figaro, 
according to a special dispatch to the 
Herald from Paris, gives the following 
additional facts about the death of Al- 
phonse Daudet, the author. At 7:30 
o'clock the whole family of M. Daudet 
met at dinner. Mme. Daudet, the two 
sons, Leon and Lucien, Mile. Daudet 
and Mme. Allard, Mme. Dadaudet's 
mother. The gathering was a merry 
one, and there was plenty of chat and 
laughter. Suddenly M. Daudet gave 
a cry and his head fell back. He had 
fallen into a syncope. 

It was then 8:15 o’clock. verything 
was done that could be done. A mes- 
senger was at once sent for Dr. Gilles 
de la Torette. The family’s anxiety 
was extreme, from M. Daudet showed 
no signs of recovering consciousness. 
He had been carried to bed pale and al- 
most cold, and it was in vain that his 
» Wife and sons. bent over him and called 
him by name. After a few minutes of 
dreadful suspense, the doctors reached 
the house, and with them the curé of 
Saint Clotilde. As they entered the 
room the priest caught the doctor’s eyes 
and fell on his knee, reciting the pray- 
ers for the dead. Every resourcé of 
science was called into requisition, 
strong restoratives were administered 
and even an application of electricity 
was tried, but it was too late. M. 
Daudet was dead.

Another Negro Strung Up in a Mis. 
sissippi Town.

Lewis 
and Waller did not remain long, and 
left about 2 o’clock, returning just at 
daybreak with some fresh meat, and 
remarked that they had killed Brown 
Smith's wife and four children because 
she refused to cook them a meal.

HUNTERS _FIND A BODY. 


Supposed to Be Tha That of a Tramp 
Suicide. 


Two hunters, while chasing rabbits 
on Smith’s ranch, about ten miles 
southeast of Los Angeles, discovered 
the body of a man, badly decomposed, 
lying in the brush beside the old river 
bed.

A thick growth of 
short gray whiskers covered the lower 
part of his face. His shoes had been 
removed and lay near by, as did. his 
walking stick and hat. The ground 
about the body showed no footsteps:-or 
sign of a struggle, but appeared to 
have been rolled upon. His knees were 
drawn up, and from the _ position in
